A Few Days Chicken Hunting in Minnesota. 

LaCbobsb, Wis. 

Editor Chicago Field:— The 8. M. train starting from La 
Crosse Isst Monday morning carried a jolly lot of hunters aDd 
their dogs out to the happy huntlog grounds ou the broad prai¬ 
ries of sunny Minnesota. AmoDg the number could be eeeu the 
broad form aud denial face of H. T. Folsom and his jovial son 
Harry, of New York, F. N. Bagley, the gentlemanly agent of the 
C. M. A St. P. R. R-, at North LaCroeee, Fred Copeland, mana¬ 
ger of the LsCrosae Lumber Co's large mill, J. A. Whitfield, con¬ 
ductor C. M. A St. P. R. R., and C. Norbeck, all of whom seemed 
In the best of spirits. Stopping at LaCreacent, on the west side 
of Mississippi river, the train picked up half a dozen more 
eportsraen, among whom we noticed Ed. Wheeler and Qeo. Fos¬ 
ter, both accompanied by their dogs. Further ijp the road at 
every, station, sportsmen boarded the train, which, on the arrival 
at Lanesboro, was crowded to Its utmost capacity, the smoking 
and baggage cars containing no lesathan fifteen dogs. The con¬ 
ductor of the train, Mr. Eugene Perkins, and his employes— 
not forgetting Jamea Kennedy, the good natured baggage mas¬ 
ter, did everything In tbelr power to make things comfortable 
for the boys, SDd everything went as merrily as a marriage bell 
until the party arrived at their destination, Dexter, Mower 
County, Minnesota, where a halt was made and a hotel was looked 
up, from which to commence and execute our plaDS for a suc¬ 
cessful campaign against the pinnated grouse, said to be abund¬ 
ant In the fields and meadows ’contiguous to Dexter. Mr. Swan, 
the proprietor of the Swan House, located north of the 8. M. 
R. R. track, conaenteffto furnish the necessary rooms and board 
for tbe party, and after having donned our Holablrd suits we got 
up In Mr. Swan’s double-seated bunting wagon, drawn by a pair 
of spirited black mares, and bowled along at a spanking gait, on 
the road to Kassan. When we were about four miles north of 
Dexter, we got out sod bled on our three dogs, Ney, a red son 
of old Pluoket, out of Jobllng’a Nell; Pedro, a liver and while 
descendant of Dllley's Ranger, and while, black and tan Cavour, 
a son of Royal Duke.. Mr. Folsom and the writer going aloog a 
meadow got first blood over Cavour, the bird being a single one 
and an old cock, which wae dropped In good style by Mr. F, 
Cavour pointing dead and bird was bagged. Mr. Begley sod 
Harry Folsom struck a covey about tbe same time and three bar¬ 
rels went off—result, two birds, both old ooea Working tbe 
dogs carefully over tbe ground no more birds were found and we 
went on further Into tbe stubble, now end then raising an old 
bird until we came to within e mile end a half of Dexter a ben 
the Brat covey of young birds were winded by the pointer 
Pedro, and on flushing them, three yjung birds were 
dropped by Bagley and Harry Fojsom, Mr. F. and Norbeck going 
*f»m tbe net of tbe birds, which went off about one hundred 
yard* further. Cavour again poldted and Mr. F. flashed and 
•hpt A, young chick, which weighed about 1| lbs., which was 
bagged y again a point and two birds lushed, which fell to the 
barrels of ftoriteck'a light fox gun, loaded with Dlttmar and 
Tatham’s chilled. Ney now took tbe front and staunchly 
pointed an old bird, which wae winged and retrieved. It now 
commenced to rein and continued so steadily, and aa no more 
birds could be found, sre called to the driver end were taken 
home, that is to the hotel, where after e hot supper on broiled 
cbtcteoe we cleaned- our guns, smoked a cigar, sad crept under 
the quilts, enjoying such a sleep as do tired hunters Early next 
morning we found the wagon reedy end took the road again, 
this time going within eight mllae of Kaasoa, when we again 
■uuk thn war-path, [.hunting south toward Dexter, Again our 


experience was a lack of young birds, old birds being wild and 
not numerous either, caused—as was told us at every farm bouse 
where we stopped—by being shot at over three weeks before the 
open season. In fact people out there do not seem to have any 
regard for the game laws at all—allowing everybody to shoot 
game over their land—In and out of season. The result of our 
hunt on that day was fifty-one chickens, and If my memory 
serves me right, on that day we encountered only three covlea, 
tbe largest of which contained thirteen birds Another reason 
why so few young birds were found Is probably that floods in 
the early part of tbe hatching season destroyed the first brood, 
then came tbe poacher and pot-hunter and shot the young birds 
of tbe second brood, thus leaving mostly old birds to tbe law- 
abldlDg sportsman. Wednesday morning opened cloudy, with 
heavy showers before and after noon, which necessitated our 
seeking refuge under tbe friendly roof of a farmer’s shed until 
nearly two o’clock, when we took tbe field four miles south of 
Dexter, over the broad acres of Messrs. Sbuster A Welch, with 
pretty good results, tbe dogs working well and our party feeling 
as If they ought to do somelhlug grand for our couutry In the 
way of killing birds. Working up a hill on tbe farm of Mr. 
Welch, Bagley and Norbeck to the right and Mr. Folsom and bis 
son to the left, we soon found the dogs bad struck scent, and on 
gaining the summit up went birds, young but strong on the wing, 
three of which came down to tbe gun of Mr. Norbeck and two 
to that of Mr. Bagley, the rest going over to where Messrs. 
Folsom were working tbelr dog, and Harry Folsom cat down 
one at abont seventy yards with his light Clabrough, making as 
pretty a shot as I ever saw, and Mr. F. keeling over the other 
bird at a long distance with bis trusty Colt by tbe way, I had 
never seen a Colt gnn until shotvu Mr. Folsom’s, and I must 
say that of all guns this Colt gUD seems to be the strongest and 
finest for the money. It Is a 12-gauge, 30 Inch barrel, weighing 
about 3} lbs., and the way It cuts down the birds Is a caution. 

Going down along a slough Mr. F. aud Norbeck again found 
game, Mr. F. bringing down three to Norbeck’s one, and again, 
following up the last bird marked down In a strip of sod corn, 
tbe colt and Its backer knocked the stuffing out of tbe last bird 
of that covey. It now getting well on to sunset we whistled In 
tbe dogs, took our seats lu tbe wagon, hoisted In our tired dogs, 
aud drove borne, ordering broiled chicken for supper, which 
we enjoyed hugely after our long tramp. Next morning, being 
tbe day of departure, Harry Folsom was the ouly man to go out 
In tbe fields, tbe rest of us packing our kelaters, and lu an hour 
be came borne with five floe birds, which, added to our other 
birds, swelled the number to 104, a good many of wblcb, how¬ 
ever, bad to be thrown away—spoiled from lack of Ice, which 
commodity could Dot be obtained for love or money, as wss also 
the case with a glass of beer, although we would have gladly 
paid half a dollar a glass. At noon we got ou board tbe home- 
bound train, conducted by the handsome and geutlemanly W. H 
Egbert, who showed us aud our tired dogs every- courtesy and 
consideration, carefully stepping over and patting our dogs 
which lay right lu his way, obstructing his passage, something 
which is lacking In a great many railroad men, thus showing 
himself to be a true and kind-hearted man beside a railroad con¬ 
ductor, aud for which Banshee tenders him hts best thanks. 

Mr. Folsom and Son went west from Dexter to Ramsey, In 
order there to connect with another train to Chicago, and thence 
to New York, and may good luck attend him and hts son 
wherever they go. They are as fine men and keen sportsmen ss 
ever bandied a gun. \ 

In closing this article I would advise Eastern sportsmen who 
visit the West for chicken shooting,to take along a couple of hund¬ 
red pounds of Ice ss well ss a couple of boxes of bottled beer, 
which can be easily obtained and shipped from LsCrosse, by C. 
A J. Michel—the great brewers—and also some good brandy to 
counteract the effects of the poor water which Is had lu nearly 
every place on the line of tbe Southern Minnesota Road. On 
our way borne I noticed a great number of quails, covies, espe¬ 
cially at Mound Prairie, Houston, Islnours, etc., and after tbe 
first frost quail shooting ought to be Immense along that road; 
In fact I believe that quails are abundant everywhere this Fall, 
and nobody will enjoy this fact more than

Hammocks and Summer Luxuries, 

BT ABB DACOTAH. 

Even now that we can lawfully kill ducks and similar fowl, 
many of us are disposed to practice forbearance from bloodshed 
to a still further extent, aud allow,the young birds that oow show 
almost a stupid Indifference to the approach of man, Instead of 
tbe warlneae that ever characterizes the mallard of November, a 
chance to grow fat and accumulate tbelr gamey qualities; then, 
when In full feather, we cau with good heart attack them In the 
sime manner that we always have assailed tbelr ancestors In tbe 


The Insatiable blood-thirstiness, seemingly Inherent In the 
nature of every sportsman, may seem scarcely able to brook fur¬ 
ther delay. Yet, even though uot being disposed to temper with 
mercy tbe love of this favorite pastime, most of us on mature 
thought, are vary ready to temper our sport with personal ease 
and coaitort, very little of which Is ever found In ''marsh bunt¬ 
ing’’ ducks la two last weeks of August. 

The sickening miasmatic vapors evolved from stagnant pools 
and the rapid decomposition of vegetable and animal matter, 
together with brazen rays from old Sol, prove too macb for the 
strongest constitutions to successfully resist, to any nothing of 
the perfect abolition of every semblauce of enjoyment from the 
toilsome quest. Under the best of circumstances marsh-bunting 
Is laborious sport; and as they have not yet began to frequent 
the fields to say extent, your correspondent has good naturedly 
concluded to let them fly for some time to come, when with the 
cooler weather tbe pursuit of game will cease to be manual labor 
of the most arduous kind, be true sport. 

So that now, as In the warm days of earlier 8ommer,leisure mo¬ 
menta are happily spent either out of doors at the traps, or Indoors 
drowning tbe earns of business tn my favorite nook, conning some 


favorite author, while swung lu the breexy hammock, about which 
the aquatic bard never tires of singing. 

Now regarding hammocks, those almost Indispensable acces¬ 
sories to comfort, In warm weather, It will probably be appropri¬ 
ate to say now and here, tbat tbe same that Is true of other house¬ 
hold and camping appliances, Is also true of hammocks, to tbe 
effect that there are very poor ones as well as those that are first 
class. 

I have received two new and very fine ones, each nice In Its 
way, though very different In general construction, which I will 
try to mention respectively as well as space will permit. 

The first then was procured from Mr. Will L. Qutvey, Evans¬ 
ville, WIs.—my attention was called to it by the modest, adver¬ 
tisement In the “want ” corner of the Chicago Field. It Is 
made of heavy twine much after tbe fashion of a seine, with a 
mesh of perhaps two Inches square. Tbe spread end part Is ef¬ 
fected by means of a finely turned roll about twenty-four Inches 
In length, to which the bead of the hammock Is attached, and 
spread tbe length of the roll or spread. 

This can easily be fastened to a tree, or ring on a post, with 
little or no trouble. At tbe other end the various cords concen¬ 
trate and end upon a ring some two and a half Inches In diame¬ 
ter, thus forming the basis of the other support. The whole 
affair Is neat, strong and tasty, while the price $1.50 to $2.00 
Is certainly within the reach of all. 

While long enough for all purposes they are still short com¬ 
pared with most of tbelr kind and are especially well adapted to 
use In doors, and In small rooms, the length being nine to ten 
feet. On account of the rather short curve the ladles and 
children of the household exhibit a strong preference for tbe Mr. 
Qulvey’s product. 

The addition of the spread end makes the use of a thin cotton 
or hair pillow easy, and often acceptable to many, though we 
never use It ourselves. Take It all In all for an article Ion- lu 
price, and for use In small rooms or tents, we can unhesitatingly 
recommend Mr. Qulvey’s work. 

My own especial companion Is one of tbe famous Travers ham¬ 
mocks, manufactured by J. P. Travers A 8ou, of 46 Beekman 
street, New York. They are handsomely trimmed with cardinal 
binding and nickel and brass mountings. Tbe price at tbe 
factory Is $3.40, postage prepaid, or $3 by express. The Travers 
hammock Is about twelve feet In length, well adapted to use out 
of doors, or In large rooms or balconys, that are always to be 
found In large well-arranged residences. On account of my 
rather large size, vertically considered, Its long easy curve Is 
particularly acceptable on a hot Summer afternoon. In'atructure 
It Is roomy, light, durable, and of fine style. Tbe center, or main 
part, Is of rather flue, varl-colored twine, woven In a sort of 
double web, of about quarter-inch mesh, making a very cool 
smooth fabric for the bed; this is bound entirely around the edge 
with heavy cardinal binding, and at each end of the main web 
ten large evelets of brass are set In tbe margin, to which are 
attached as many strong, while cords. These are about three 
feet lu length, they come together at a large strong noose to 
which a strap, or hook, for support, Is readily affixed. This flue 
piece of mechanism swuog between two trees or In a graps arbor 
cannot but give a comfort seldom found In the way of a couch. 

In this I spend many an Idle moment, usually reading and 
musing over King’s new book on the ” Wayfarer’s In a Northern 
Wilderness,’’ and many a time as the easy swing of the hammock 
Invites repose, home surroundings drift Insensibly away, and, In 
Imagination, I stand by some northern trout brook enjoying tbe 
music of tbe crystal waters, as I cast tbe fly for the finny Inhabi¬ 
tants tbst never perhaps In all their lives have been disturbed In 
their native element by the despoiler, man. 

Or I ponder some of tbe delightful compilations of my friend 
“Will Wildwood,” especially his Forester sketches, and perhaps 
stand with the immortal ” Frank ” at the quaint old hostelry In 
New Jersey, and echo his amazement at reading upon the door of 
our sleeping department, the ungrammatical legend, “ 4 stags,” 
and across the hall Its counterpart, “4 wltnmiog f.-lke,” and 
learn from th efllle dechambre (who was a shock-headed boy) that 
every animate being of the male persuasion was In that region 
unceremoniously dubbed a "stag.” 

And In closing allow me to eay that If any of our many readers 
wish to truly enjoy tbelr after-dinner Havana, or the thoughts of 
a favorite author, let them try one of the above mentioned ham¬ 
mocks, etch first-class In Its own way. Au Rrvoir.

New Fisher; Troubles. 

Fishermen are s dui of meo who reap what the; have never 
■own, and are ver; Jealous of other reapers In the great harvest 
of the sea. We have, on several occasions, given Instances of how 
those who use one kind of apparatus In taking Ash la; all the 
blame of the scarcity of cod, shad, or other food Ash upon those 
who use engines differing from theirs. 

Then, too, comes the state and national Jealousies which have 
been the cause of all our “ Asher; troubles” with Great Britain. 

We have kept our readers advised of every movement In this 
direction, and now the scene has shifted from Newfoundland to 
Niagara. 

The collector of customs at Suspension Bridge, N. Y., has 
made a formal report to the Secretary of the Treasury, com¬ 
plaining of the acts of Canadian Asbermen who were In the habit 
of stretching their nets near the mouth of the Niagara river, 
within the Jurisdiction of the United States. He said he bad 
seised two seines, and asked for further Instructions. Since then 
the matter has been the subject of correspondence between the 
State Department and Sir Edward Thornton, the British Minister, 
who, In his last letter dated at Newburyport, says he has for¬ 
warded a cop; of the complaint of the Department of State to 
the Governor General of Canada for bis Information, but adds, 
" I am, however, unable to see In what way the Canadian author¬ 
ities can effectually prevent their Asbermen from committing the 
Illegal act complained of, for a mere warning would probably 
meet with little attention, and Canadian officers could uot cer¬ 
tainly exercise authority within the Jurisdiction of the United 
States.” The treasury officials do not see any other remedy for 
the Illegal acts save In the seizure of the nets and seines of the 
Canadians who come within our Jurisdiction. 

The statement of the British Minister, however, lets In a little 
light upou the troubles which our Asbermen have In prosecuting 
their avocation In waters where we supposed the right to go had 
been dearly purchased. “ If,” say our officials, “ the Canadians 
cannot be restrained from doing unlawful acts outside of their 
dominion, the United Sates government has but little hope that 
they will ever be sufficiently enlightened to restrain them from 
reuewlng acts of violence similar to those committed upon our 
Asbermen at Fortune Bay, and which are now the basis for a claim 
of 1103.000. There Is this difference, however. The Canadian 
authorities might warn their people not to assault our Asbermen 
on their coasts. They have failed to do so—at least the state 
department bas no advices to that effect, but, on the contrary, 
accumulated evidence of tacit encouragement of such deeds.” 

It Is really too ridiculous to think that a few selABh, Jealous 
Asbermen are able to keep two great nations In hot water. The 
Dominion Ashermen complain of American ABhermen Ashing In 
their waters, for which the “ mother country ” received (5,500,- 
000, and now New York Ashermen are walling that the Cana¬ 
dians are Ashing In their waters, for which they never paid a 
cent The New York Herald pertinently asks: “ Why should 
a treaty with a nation across the Atlantic Impede the Industry of 
people on this coni Inentf Why should the Asherinan on one 
side of a river or lake, because he is called a Canadian, be de¬ 
barred from catching Ash on thqother side, which Is called Amer¬ 
ican f Why should a Ashing vessel, manned for the most part by 
New Brunwlck and Prince Edward Island men, because It carries 
an American Aag, excite the .hostility of New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island! Common sense would make all the wa¬ 
ters of the whole continent free to all the people of the conti¬ 
nent. Mr. Evarte talks of a revision of the Asbery arrangements. 
We hope he will try to secure a general and unobstructed liberty 
to Canadians and Americana to take Ash wherever the; can, and 
sell them wherever they And the best market. It seems to us 
such ao arrangement can be better made with the Dominion au¬ 
thorities than with the British government, which would doubt¬ 
less be glad to be rid of further bother In the matter.” 

Iloif You can Help in the Good Work. 

It Is very desirable that statistics of our Asherles should be 
gathered. We cannot enter Into a detailed explanation of the 
reasons, but will say that If the Government had been In pos¬ 
session of accurate statistic* for the past ten years It would have 
saved at least Ave and a half million dollars which we paid Great 
Britain for privileges worth nothing. In order to gather these 
statistics some preliminary Inquiries are now being made through 
circulars sent to the postmasters of principal cities and towns, 
with the request to place them In the hands of some one In¬ 
terested, and so to establish a Asher; correspondent at each 
principal Ashery or Ash market. Many of the postmasters may 
oot trouble themselves much In this matter, and we feel sure 
that we have many readers who would gladly do It If offered an 
opportunity. To these we would suggest that they apply to the 
Ash commissioner for these blanks, of which the following la a 
copy:

It will readily be seen that the duties attending the Ailing of 
these blanks are not very onerous, sud we hope that our readers 
will volunteer to gather these much needed Items of Informa¬ 
tion, which will probably be tbe beginning of a systematic col¬ 
lection of Ashery statistics In which tbe United States is at 
present far behind many other oatlons. We are glad to be able 
to contribute to the work by calling the attention of such of 
our readers os have public spirit sufficient to assist In It, to the 
fact that their services will be gladly accepted. 

Report of the Ohio Commission. 

We have received the third annnal report of the Fish Commis¬ 
sion of Ohio for the year 1878. Since the commission was created, 
In 1875, a great Interest lu Ashcnlture has sprang up In tbe state 
and there Is a growing demand for land-locked salmon, Califor¬ 
nia salmon, trout and black baas for stocking private waters as 
well as tbe public ones. The limited means of the commission 
bos restricted Its work, which has been chiefly confined to in¬ 
creasing the supply of wblteflsh in Lake Erie, and the Introduc¬ 
tion of new varieties of flsh Into some of tbe rivers and reser¬ 
voirs. Tbe catch of whlteAsh lost November by the pound Ash¬ 
ermen, aloug the south and west shores of Lake Erie, Is reported 
as being greatly In excess of the yield of most previous years. 
It Is the opinion of some of the Ash packers and dealers that 
the Increase In the catch Is largely attributable to the plant of 
whlteAsh fry In tbe Springs of 1876 and 1877. 

Through the generosity of Prof. Baird, the United States Com¬ 
missioner t.f Fisheries, they have been supplied at the state 
hatchery with a few thousands of the ova of the fresh water or 
land-locked salmon, which were successfully hatched and planted. 
Wbat has been done In Ohio wltb this species of Ash was In tbe 
way of experiments merely, and time will disclose whether or 
not further effort In their propagation will avail. 

The commissioners have, durlug the last three years, hatched 
and mode several plants of tbe California salmon fry. The results 
of these experiments will probably not show their practicability 
or Inutility under several years. Should these become acclimated 
the salmon Asbery may be made an Important and proAtable In¬ 
dustry. We Incline to the opinion that this species of salmon 
will thrive during Its minority In Lake Erie and the rivers of the 
state, but whether they will remain therein and be able to re¬ 
produce tbelr kind In these waters Is a matter that the future 
must decide. 

The auperlntendent of the state hatchery says in his report 
that 50,000 salmon eggs were received from California, and over 
95 per cent, hatched, and from six to eight millions of whlteAsh. 
Clark’s patent hatchery Is In use In the hatchery but some trials 
have been made with the Mather and Bell cones which gave sat¬ 
isfaction. 

From 1872 to 1875, there were 600,700 young shad deposited 
In different waters of the state, and 202,000 California salmon In 
the same period. In ’77 and '78 there were 450,000 of tbe latter 
Osh planted. 68,000 eastern salmon and land-locked salmon 
were received In'76, and 12,000 In’78. From '76 to'78 over 
twenty million whlteAsh were batched. Of tbe shod planted It 
Is reported that a few from 6tx to eight Inches In length have 
been taken In the Scioto, at Columbus, but Mr. Potter, tbe super¬ 
intended^ doubts thlfi^ as none from tbe other plantings have 
been seen. 

Many of theaalmon have been taken in Lake Erie, which seems 
suited to them. It Is too soon to expect to hear from those 
planted In any of tbe tributaries of tbe Obio as they have only 
been gone one year, and they probably require Ave to six years to 
mature and seek the spawning grounds. 

It has been thought by some Ashermen that tbe sea-going 
salmon, transferred to the tributaries of Lake Erie, would, In 
their search for tbe ocean, pass over Niagara Falls and we should 
bear no more from them. It la believed, however, wltb the evi¬ 
dence before us, that they will remain In tbe deep water of the 
laket until their complete development Into mature flub, and then 
return to tbe placae where the; were Arst deposited, to deliver 
their spawn. At the hatchery at Pokogon, Michigan, there waa 
obtained, last Fall, spawn of tbe California salmon hatched and 
reared there, which was fecundated and found to be equal to the' 
Imported spawn, yet tbe spawners as well as tbe males were 
dwarfed, none of them weighing over three pounds. This In a 
great measure waa probably owing to the limited quantity of 
water In the pond wbere they were reared. In tbe deep water of 
Lake Erie with Its capacious feeding ground, they will undoubt¬ 
edly attain a much larger else, though not to tbe normal weight 
of tboae that go to tbe sea 

In speaking of the whlteAsh Judge Potter says: "With the 
present force of fishermen and their style of dsblng, without 
some effort to replenish, the whlteAsh will become extinct In tbe 
great lakea It seems almost Incumbent on tbe state to farm and 
foster this great source of food supply. WhlteAsh for tbe last 
season bare been sold at the Asherles at an average of three cents 
a pound; a little more than the coat of handling them. I have 
endeavored through the Asbermen and Ash dealers to obtain 
statistics of tbe last two year's boutness along tbe lake shore, but 
the responses to my Inquiries have been so meager tbst It la Im¬ 
possible to make a general comparison of the catch In tbe last 
two yean; but from what I can learn, and from my own ob¬ 
servation In vlalts to the number of tbe Ashing grounds, I am 
satisfied that we have, the past season, experienced tbe benefit of 
oar first deposit of tbe 1,480,000 yonng wblteflsh In tbe Spring 
of 1870. Such responses ss I have obtained, show a large In¬ 
crease of tbe cetrh over former years. A* for example: Messrs. 
D. Y. Howell fit Bon, whose fishery It on the shore near the moutb 
of Crane creek. In Ottawa eoanly, writes me that tbelr catch In

with whlteAsb, through tbe efforts of this state and tbe State of 
Michigan.’ ” 

Fosslll Fishes at CatskiU, N. Y. 

A small creek nma through the township of Catsklll, and Its 
bed Is a deep channel that the water has worn In tbe 
roclu. Tbe other morning a party of ladles and gentlemen went 
along the rocky banka of tbe stream wltb hammers In their 
hands In pursuit of geological specimens, of which there sre 
many In the formations of this region. When they were about 
four mUes from tbe mouth of the creek they climbed from Its 
rocky bed and followed a narrow path that run parallel wltb tbe 
stream. They bad gone but a short distance before tbe leader’s 
feet disappeared In a bole that proved to be the moutb of a cav¬ 
ern. The dirt waa dug away, and the party peered down Into 
tbe darkness. They lighted a bundle of leaves snd threw the 
blaxlng bunch Into the cavern. It fell about thirty feet, and tbe 
light revealed a large room In which were many stalactites and 
stalagmites. A rope was procured and made fast to a tree, and 
one of tbe party descended, hand over hand. The rope proved 
too short to reach the bottom, and the{explorer dropped off from 
Its end, to land In water knee deep. Others of the male mem¬ 
bers of the party went down. Caudles were procured In a neigh¬ 
boring bouse, snd tbe Interior of the cavern woe Illuminated. It 
was found to be forty feet blgh, and It was ent up Into many 
apartments by the partitions formed of stalactites and stalag¬ 
mites meeting between the Aoor and the root. 

The explorers found It very (IMJlt'lilt to move about, by reason 
of a great number of hard projections from the Aoor and the 
sides. When tbelr eyes had be<\rpe accustomed to the dim 
light, these projections were found to be fossils, thousands upon 
thousands of which were revealed. The petrlAcatlons had re¬ 
sisted chemical action, and the softer rock In which they had 
been Imbedded had crumbled away, leaving them In bold relief. 
Many of them were so well preserved that the Inner convolutions 
of the shell were without an Imperfection. Trllobltes were found 
In great numbers, and hereafter au absolutely perfect triloblte 
will be less a rarity In geological collections. Near the center of 
the cavern a Urge head of fossil coral was found. It was evenly 
coated with the dripping of lime water, and the hexagonal shells 
showed wltb great plainness. Tbe shapely shells known as 
brachiopoda and splrlfers were everywhere—some encased, os 
was the coral, In the calcareous coating, and others were strewn 
over the Aoor in a confusion that would have made joyous tbe 
heart of a professional fossil hunter. 

From this room the explorers passed through a small aperture 
and found themselves in still another hall, so blgh that no top 
could be seen: The numerous pillars of limy structure were stIU 
continued; but the structure of the rock seemed to change to 
slate, and the fossils that were so disagreeable to walk upon were 
eutlrely absent. One of tbe party struck a pendant mass with a 
Urge rock, and down It came, striking on tbe hardened Aoor with 
a loud craah, and-4>reaklng into a thousand pieces. It was a long 
time before tbe echo died away; It seemed to come bock again 
as It went rolling through the bslU find other halls for beyond, &s 
yet uuexplored. In this mass of debris were found some curious 
remains that at first were thought to be human, but after an ex¬ 
amination they proved to be the remains of fishes. On some of 
tbe slates were shapes of fishes, perfect to the life, every fin and 
scale being reproduced. In these curious Ash the vertebral was 
extended Into the top fin of the toil. Some of the long spines 
must, from their great size, have belonged to Ash over fifty feet 
In length. • They arc particularly Interesting, as they are, accord¬ 
ing to evolutionists, the stepping stones to the reptiles. One, for 
example, bod the characteristics of a turtle, Its paddles and cover¬ 
ing plates; another, known as the eoceoetens, having features of 
some of the sculling reptiles. On tbe slate were beautiful and grace¬ 
ful tracings of marine plants In a variety of forms, showing that 
the seas of those days were much more densely populated wltb 
the lower forms Jhan now. 

Beyond this halt appeared still another, narrow, but extremely 
bright, and from this led Innumerable passages that led to cav¬ 
erns beyond. This hall, too, was set In corals, shells, etc., as 
though purposely designed, and among tbe most Iteautlful were 
the graceful lily encrinitee. It was a living organism nearly allied 
to the starfish, but perched upon a stem, and, when unfolded, It 
was one of tbe richest ornaments of the Devonian seas. 

Tbe cave la easy of access, and Is an object of great curiosity. 
It will, before long, be thoroughly explored. Already one per¬ 
son claims to have gone lu at oue entrance and to have found his 
way out near the top of a bill, a mile and a half away.— H. Y. 
Nun. 

The Royal Purple. 

The Tyrian purple, which was forbidden to be worn by any 
except royalty, bas always been of Interest to the student. An 
English paper says: . 

“ The purple o f the ancients bas lately been studied by Mr. 
Edward Schunck. Summing up the results of the investigations 
of Reaumur, Dutramel, Bancroft, and Cole regarding this dye, 
which was obtained from Various kinds of shell fish, he says: ‘ It 
Is a secretloprilke pus found firqpkamall whitish cyst under the 
shell, close to the hesd of tbe OTBal This matter, when ap¬ 
plied to white linen, and exposedCo the light of tbe sun, changes 
frolh yellow, through light green, dark green, and blue, to pur¬ 
plish red or crimson, evolving meauwhlle an odor of garlic or 
asofcetldo. Daylight Is so essential to this reaction that the se¬ 
cretion, If jropt In the dark, will preserve its original hue for 
years, but will then change when exposed to light. The sltera- 
atloo of color Is not promoted by heat, and the transition will go 
on In a vacuum or In the presence of hydrogen or nitrogen gas. 
Boap alkalies and most of tbe acids have no effect upon tbe 
color Anally produced, but nitric acid and chlorine will destroy 
It.’ MM, A. and G. Negri have lately obtained a red and a blue 
coloring substance from a species of rnurex. Mr. Schunck him¬ 
self made many experiments with the matter taken from the 
shell-Ash called Purpura lapClue, found, at 'low water on tbe 
rocks near Hastings, England. Jt change* from pole yellow to 
purple without beligf applied to iln««\ If It if subjected to light, 
and does so even when boiling. ,7 Tm> chromogen can be com¬ 
pletely extracted by alcohol and ether from the pounded cysts. 
The golden solution lhas obtained becomes purple when exposed 
to light, snd ultimately precipitates a granular and crystalline 
powder, Insoluble In water, alcohol and ether, slightly soluble 
In boiling benxol and boiling glacial acetic arid, easily soluble 
In boiling aniline, and yielding a sublimate of crystals of a metal¬ 
lic lustre, and having edges of a deep Indigo blue color when 
.heated between watch glasses. At the author believes that tbe 
coloring matter belongs to an uuknown member of the Indlgo- 
blae group, be proposes to oall It 1 punlcln.’ " 

Tbe purple of the ancients contained less blue than the color 
which we now designate by that name, Tbe best dye was ob¬ 
tained by puncturing the little toe, containing only a drop, near 
tbe throat; Inferior color waa obtained by poundlug up the whole 
animal and straining the Juice. This dye waa very expensive, a

Gillakoo Loch.—A curious feature of Assynt Is the Loch 
Mulocb corrle, or Glllaroo Loch, at It Is sometimes called, from 
being tenanted by the variety of trout called glllaroo. The pe¬ 
culiarity of this fish consists tn a thickening of the gizzard, ap¬ 
parent on dissection, and which Is sold to arise from Its feeding 
largely on pond snails. To tn ordinary eye tbe fish do not differ 
from the common troutof tbe country, but.a gillie or experienced 
fisherman will at once detect the glllaroo. This loch lies high 
up on tbe limestone hills over Inchnadamph, and, If a guide be 
not taken, can ooly be found by a compete. The beat way Is 
to ascend from the road by Loch Assynt up the course of tbe 
Tratllglll bum, and when some two miles have been conquered, 
then to strike over tbe swelling wastes of tbe heather to the right. 
Tbe burn Itself Is a typical mountain stream, now leaping down 
a dark narrow chasm Into a deep pool edged with stunted elders, 
now spreading out over boulders and gravel, now brawling over 
rock-sbelves with brilliant goldeo blossoms at the side and little 
trout glancing over the shallows, but never forgetting Its mission 
to gain tbe lower ground and carry down the Loch Assynt the 
drainage of tbe bills.— The Cornhlll Magazine. 

It Isn't the Fish. —A citizen who was yesterday getting 
ready for a trip to the Flats and a struggle with bass and pickerel 
was stopped on tbe street by a solemn-minded acquaintance, who 
said:

Fish Dyino.—T be fish In the- mill-pond commenced dying on 
Sunday, and at this writing thousands of dead pickerel, perch, 
bass, suckers, sunfisb, and bull-beads, are lylug on top of-.t^e 
water below the ashery. For two seasons the fish In the mill¬ 
pond have died off, just about this time of year, and It has been 
laid to hot weather, but now as there has bee'b^really no hot 
weather, this season, the cause Is laid to tbe ashery, which Is 
located on the banks of the pond, is filling the pond with refuse 
ashes, which causes an alkali to form on the water, and during 
August as the pond la stagnant, the fish breath this alkali and 
die. If the ashery Is tbe cause It ought to be declared a nuis¬ 
ance and at once abated, for aside from the pecuniary loss from 
the death of the fish, the stench they make cannot but fail to 
render a most unhealthy season, and sickness and death will be 
the ultimatum.—Nashville, Mich., tfewe. 

A New Way to Cook Shad.—D uchess, Co., N. Y.— Editor 
Chicago Field: —I very much enjoyed your plan tor the gregarious 
shad, In your Issue of May 17, because that peer of anything that 
swims Is also my favorite fish. A friend who likes good 
living, fats recently told me thrft the best way to cook this splen¬ 
did pleblan Is to Immerse It In a kettle of boiling lard, after the 
manner of tbe old fashioned ‘ fried fakes It will then come 
out as fltkey as can be. Is not fat-sosked at all. I have not tried 
this but know that It Is an excellent way to boll potatoes, os hot 
fat Is much hotter than boiling water. As I, like yourself, enjoy 
an hour at dinner, “ the bones ” of shad and other fish, of which 
there Is chronic complaint and standing jokes, never trouble me 
tn the least.

Small Fry. 

—The 8tamford (Conn.) Herald assures us that “ Mr. John 
Wardwell Is a man not easily frightened, and likes to go a fish¬ 
ing On Monday be was out In a small boat off Shlppan Point, 
a short distance from the shore, and had been for some time 
patiently feeding out bait without getting an adequate return, 
when his attention was attracted by a monster fish alongside of 
his croft. Mr. Wardwell describes tbe monster as being nine or 
ten feet In length, having a head os large around os a barrel, 
with eyes more than In proportion, and a body of a reddish hue 
and tapering from tbe head to the tall—tbe greater part of the 
body resembllng.a serpent more than a fish. Mr. Wardwell Is 
not easily scared, but although he sat rather coolly at the bow, It 
was not without tome uneasiness that be witnessed the dragon- 
like object endeavor to whisk Its tall tuto tbe boat, as If, tentacle- 
rigged, perhaps, It would haul the fisherman down to Its coral 
lair I After one or two efforts It disappeared, and was not seen 
agMn for half an hour, when It returned, and began similar an¬ 
tics In the tall line. The movements of tbe fish-reptile were so 
quick that the occupant of the boat could not get In a clip with 
tbe oar. When tbe tall-lashlngs were In progress the water for 
some distance around the boat wsa white with foam. Mr. Ward- 
well hailed some one on the shore to come to his assistance, but 
tbe man evidently did -not understand tbe situation, and failed 
to respond. Finally the fisherman, during a temporary lull tn 
the attacks, pulled up anchor and made for the land.” We do 
not know Mr. Wardwell'l habits and so It would be unfair to 
suggest that It was an Impalpable vision of a long defunct Ichthy¬ 
osaurus. Perhaps It was a tad pole which bad strayed from his 
native pond and grown to megatherlal proportions. 

. —Tbe New Tork Timet says: “ to s few weeks the United 
States Fish Commissioner will forward to this city for trial the 
pole flounder. This Is a new fish, and the nearest approach we 
have to the turbot. It Is an excellent fish, and should take a 
high rank os a delicate table fish. Its presence In quantity on 
our shores was nnkoown until last year, when the United States 
Fish Commission at Olonces'er directed the attention of fisher¬ 
men to Its capture. One peculiarity of the pole Is the whiteness 
and richness of Its flesh, and Its abundance of gelatinous sub¬ 
stances. We bare none too many table fish, and a good flat Ash 
(tines we have no turbot In America) would find an appropriate 
place In the market. — 

—Last week tome fishermen caught a horse-mackerel, Orrpntw, 
at Mlmlngash, Prince Edward Island, with a cod-book. They 
then paid out line until they were able to weigh anchor, when 
. Um horse-mackerel started for the south at the rate of seventeen 
miles an hour, with the boat In tow. At the end of three miles 
ha became exhausted, and the boat’s crew succeeded In towlog 
him ashore This fish measured nine feel nine Inches In length, 
•nd his girth was six feet five Inches. When packed he filled a 
puncheon. 


—Mr. Florence has given us hit salmon score from bis record 
this season at Natashquan, Lower Labrador. It Includes 19 days 
fishing between June 23 and July 10, within wblqh time he 
killed 98 fish, whose aggregate was 1,828 lbs., or an average of 
18f lbs. The actual time spent In fishing was 58J hours. He 
returns " like a giant refreshed with wine," and opeus tbe seasoo 
at tbe Orand Opera House, New York, with the “Mighty 
Dollar." 

—Quite a number of sawfish have been caught In our bay 
(Aransas County, Texas), that were over 18 feet In length, and 
several that were 18 feet long, and one was caught and landed at 
our wharf by Mr. Thomas Tally that was within an Inch of being 
20 feet In length. Last year Mr. T. F. Perrenot caught five of these 
monster fish In a turtle net at one lime, the least of which was 
over 11 feet In length, and one was 17 feet long.— Rockport 
Trameript. 

—New Jersey sardines put up In Monmouth county are said 
to be such close Imitations of the Imported fish that It requires 
tn expert to detect the difference either In taste or appearance. 
They are made by cleverly cutting off part of the backs and 
tails of small moss-bunkers or menhaden, and trimming them 
Into shape. Tbe fish are then picked In oil and cooked, precisely 
like the foreign article. 

—Southport, Me., Notes: On 8quhrel Island are 800, on 
Mouse Island 400, on Capital Island 200 people. The bankers 
(those who fish on the banks) are meeting with good success. 
The fishermen are doing poorly, owing to tbe dog fish. Tbe 
schooner Jennie Armstrong recently brought In 210 barrels of 
mackerel, caught off Matlnlcus during a two weeks’ voyage. 

—Dr. Jerome Von Crowinshleld Smith, author of “ Fishes of 
Mass.," etc., died at Richmond, Mass., on the 21st Inst, at the 
age of 83. He was born at Conway, N. H., and graduated at 
Brown University, ami was at one time professor of anatomy and 
surgery at the New York Medical College, and afterward port 
physician of Boston. 

—Captain 8nowman of 8outbport, Me., recently caught a 830- 
pounds halibut a few miles south of Squirrel—the heaviest hali¬ 
but that has been caught In these waters for years. The fish 
was so heavy that after drowning him, It was found Impossible to 
get him Into tbe boat, and he was towed along homeward. Tbe 
fish sold at Bath for |18. 

—The force of Imagination nearly killed a man who had drunk 
a draughtfrom a Swiss lake, and consulting his guide book read: 
“L'eau du lac est blen polssoneuse.” Fortunately a friend, 
coming up, Informed him of the distinction between polssoneuse

English Breaking. 

8Y SAXON.—(CONTINUED.) 

You are now arrived at a very critical point In the education of 
your puppy; and much will depend on the way you manage him 
when you first Introduce him to real work. I am assuming that 
von have only tbe Impecunious manor for yonr training ground, 
and If my early advice has been well carried out yon will have no 
difficulty In finding thereon tbe material for your further tuition. 
Take your gun some fine Summer's evening and stroll round your 
little estate,where the rabbit burrows are, and you will very likely 
find a few nlce-slsed young ones Innocently trying tbe flavor of 
Farmer B.’s barley. Keep tbe puppy well to Heel, and tread 
aofily as you approach. If the rabbits have been undisturbed you 
will have no difficulty In procuring a shot or two, and these will 
form the very best Initiatory lessons your dog can have. After 
killing a rabbit—you will do best to begin with a sitting shot— 
make tba dog downcharge while you load, and then walk with 
him to pick bunny op. Let the dog examine your spoil, and 
have a good sniff at It Then you may walk away from tbe bur¬ 
rows, and substituting the still worm rabbit for your old friend 
the much-used pad, you may give the poppy his first lesson In re¬ 
trieving game. I use the word “gams” advisedly, for my 
vocabulary will not supply ma with ona mors suitable, and I ob- 


I 

ject to the word “ vermin ” being applied to tbe rabbits of the 
Impecunious. “ Let me give you a piece of this vermin-pie " 
would hardly souud well at any man's breakfast table, let him be 
ever so Impecunious. Don’t be disappointed If your puppy 
declines to lift the rabbit at first. It will be so different to the 
pad be has been accustomed to, that a little strangeness on hts 
part can well be overlooked. Persevere with him, and all will 
come right. I may mention, en paeeant, that you had better, In 
order to avoid anything unpleasant happening to tbe rabbit, limit 
tbe distance from which you ask the dog to fetch It. Your 
puppy might be Inclined to make an alfrteco supper, and If he 
could get well on the way with his meal before your timely 
arrival stopped further proceedings on bis part, your first lesson 
would do him more harm than good. If the puppy should show 
unmistakable signs of “ going In ’’ for tbe rabbit, you had better 
wait until bunny Is cold before allowing the dog to have any 
dealings with It. At any rate, especially If you notice a blood¬ 
thirsty look In “ Don’s ” countenance, you will do well to be on 
your guard. What I have described Is not very likely to take 
place particularly If the dog has been well fed; but still It might 
happen, and forewarned Is forearmed. 

After awhile you can put the rabbit Into your pocket, and try 
for another shot. See that tbe puppy la close at heel, particu¬ 
larly at the moment when you fire. Endeavor to shoot the first 
few rabbits over or through a fence, so that you do not put too 
much temptation In the dog’s way, as at first he will not dream 
of running In unless he actually sees what Is killed. I am cer¬ 
tain that many a breaker, through his want of judgment, posi¬ 
tively teaches bis dogs to “run lu,” although, perhaps be may 
be Ignorant of the fact. After killing your second rabbit, down- 
charge the dog as before, load your gun, and walk away from the 
tpot where you fired. I make a great point of this. You need 
not necessarily walk towards tbe now defunct rabbit; walk so os 
to pass It about ten or fifteen yards off. See that you have tbe 
wind right, and then hie off the dog to retrieve It. So much the 
better for you if your shot has been made tn barley high enough 
to conceal the rabbit as It lies prostrate. Tbe puppy will have 
to use his nose, and not merely his eyes In this case. He will 
probably potter about a good bit before he actually finds tbe rab¬ 
bit, for others will have been feeding near tbe same spot, and 
the scent of them will coufuse him. Give him plenty of time, 
and If he shows slgos of hunting about wildly, call him In and 
hie him on afresh. After your previous Instruction with the pad he 
will be sure, In a very Uttle time, to do this work to your satis¬ 
faction. Meanwhile, you must be doubly careful not to give 
him tbe slightest opportunity for chasing. Unless you are very 
confident of your command of him, and you have been able 
previously to get him well accustomed to the sight of rabbits 
running near him, It will be almost best to have a long piece of 
stout cord fastened to bis collar, so that In case he does break 
away you catch him In the act, and let him see that you do not 
Intend him to play the part of a lurcher. Most carefully avoid, 
for a few lesssons at least, letting him see you knock over a rab¬ 
bit runotng tn front of him. Those last few expiring kicks 
that bunny almost Invariably gives would prove too much for 
him. Away he would go; and when once a young dog begins 
running tn, he Is sure to give hts breaker a lot of trouble. Tbe 
length of time such lessons as these must be continued will de¬ 
pend much upon the disposition of the youngster. 8ometlmes 
from the very first the dog will quite enter Into the spirit of the 
thing, and will give little or no trouble. Fortunate Indeed will 
tbe sportsman be If his puppy turns out to be one of this sort, 
for he will be pretty sure of having a superior dog, when exper¬ 
ience Is added to age. 

If, after a few of these preliminary lessons, the puppy under 
treatment shows signs of being a little too eager, It will be well 
to call In the aid of a friend when you first let the dog see a run¬ 
ning rabbit killed. It will be for preferable for you to manage 
matters alone If you can, but occasionally a little timely assist¬ 
ance will be of good service to you. Choose a friend who is a 
good shot, and who can be depended on to do exactly as you teff _y 
him. He must bold his tongue and devote his attention solely 
to tbe gun under your directions. 

Fasten about twenty yards of strong cord to tbe dog's collar, 
or better still by a running noose around tbe dog's neck. Have 
your flagellator handy, and tie the end—your end—of tbe cord 
to a little bar of wood which can be carried In your hand. Tbe 
dog may be kept at your heel, and the spare line carried In loose 
colls. Now you will want to walk on the field side of the fence, 
so that Don may see tbe whole performance. A rabbit suddenly 
starts up out of the barley, and Don looks on with just 
a wag of his tall and a prick of his ears that shows he Is quite 
ready for a course. The gun is raised, and at the same time off 
goes the dog at full speed. “ Don’t shoot,” you call out, and 
when Don arrives at the end of his line you pul) him very abruptly 
and haul him bock to you. Scold him well, and give him a good 
thrashing. Don't spare him; such conduct as this merits punish- 
rnent after all the preliminary teaching he bos had, and very 
likely, If you are down on him now, he will not be In such a 
burry to repeat the offense. Find another rabbit as quickly as 
you can, so thsMie may be under temptation while the recollec¬ 
tion of bis rough handling may be quite fresh In his doggy mem¬ 
ory. You will probably have to walk some little distance, os the 
noise you have mode—In which possibly Don may have assisted— 
will have scared tbe rabbits that were within bearing. Anyhow,find 
another os soon os you can, and then repeat the process advised 
above. If Don does bis part as there described, why you must 
again do yours. Perhaps, however, the dog will not dash off this 
time until tbe gun Is fired and the rabbit rolls over. It the dog 
starts off before your friend shoots, be sure to prevent him from 
firing stall If you can. The gun Is required to help you, not to 
make a bsg. This Is why It will be safer to procure the assist¬ 
ance ef a tried gunner, for he will not be likely to lose bis bead 
st s critical moment, and will be absolutely at your disposal as 
far as tbe use of the gun Is concerned. When the dog has run 
In, don't let him retrieve the rabbit. Punish him severely If he 
persists In going. The sight of bunny in eztremlt will be his 
greatest temptation, but with patience and practice you ought 
not to have very much difficulty In restraining his eagerness. 
Continue these lessons as long os you conveniently can, and by 
no means neglect those you have been In the habit of giving him 
previously. For the pad you may now 'substitute one of your 
dead rabbits, and many a good retrieve can you give him by trail¬ 
ing Jiunny on the ground os recommended for the .pad. This 
part of his early teaching Is most necessary, as It will give him 
an Insight Into tbe method of finding wounded game, and of 
following a trail carefully and accurately. 

During the Summer months you will not, of course, have a 
chance of teaching tbe dog to retrieve partridges; but for all this 
It will be well to Introduce the dog to “foather” as soon as pos¬ 
sible. It may happen that you know of a convenient “pea-field” 
on your manor. To this field wood-pigeons will be sure to come; 
more particularly If there ore any woods near. Pigeons do a 
deal of barm to peas, and Farmer B. will be only too glad to have 
you shoot some of lljg robbers In tbe early morning and In tbe 
evening, will he your best Urns, and If you can construct a rude 
but osar some trees In the fence, you will be pretty certain to a 
shot or two whenever you care to go. It will be well to let the 
pigeons get well used to the place before molesting them, as 
when once they have established a footing, so to speak, In the 
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Held, no amount otfiring will drive them away; although It may 
render them very ahy and wary. For a consideration any laborer 
will make your hut for you. 

An old hurdle and a few buahee will be all the material re¬ 
quired, and It can be constructed In the ditch. Take the dog 
with you Into the hut, and make him He down by your aide. 
Ton will require to be out early, even aa early aa three o'clock 
(a.m., mind) but after onejor two attempts you ought to have do 
difficulty In leaving your couch at what may well aeom to eome 
an unearthly hour. 

Be at your poet If possible before the pigeons are out after 
their early breakfast. The early mornings In Bummer time are 
Indeed glorious, particularly to those whose experience does not 
extend to such trips. The freshest of air, the sweetest of bird 
music, the most delightful of rustic scenery, will be ample re¬ 
ward for the sacrifice you make In giving up a few hours' sleep. 
Besides the above mentioned pleasures, which are really and truly 
very considerable, you will gain a prodigious appetite for your 
breakfast, you will do your pupil an Immense deal of good, and 
you will furnish your table with the material for many a tooth¬ 
some pie- Crouching In your hut you will see Id the distance the 
first of the early pigeons speedily winging his way toward the 
peas. Don’t be In a hurry to fire at him; let him settle, and he 
will act as a decoy to passing birds. Another comes, and 
another. Presently you see a little company of three or four 
circling round the field, uncertain perhaps where to begin, or 
suspicious, it may be, of hidden danger. Nearer and nearer they 
approach your ambuscade, and presently you have the opportunity 
of making them smart right end left. From different parts of 
the field birds rise, frightened by the noise of your guD. Don, U 
he be the orderly creature 1 take him to be, wtll probably be sit¬ 
ting quietly by your side, wondering whatever you could have 
found to shoot at In such a place. When the birds are all gone 
back to the wood you can emerge from your hut, and pick up 
your spoil. Let the dog look at them and examine them, but 
not touch them just at first Pigeons are not nice things for a 
young dog, for the feathers come off so In his mouth, and there 
is no game flavor. Still they are better far than nothing, and no 
harm can come of your proceedings If you do as I say. When the 
birds are well nigh cold, you can. throw one just outside the hut 
and let the dog fetch It. Make him wait for orders to go as be¬ 
fore, and don’t send him too far away from you the first time or 
two. In fact a few yards will be quite sufficient to commence 
with, and If he has been Introduced to the pigeon Inside the hut 
I shall expect him to bring It without any hesitation; only be 
sure the dog knows that be is after the bird, and not a rabbit or 
his old friend the pad. 

After a few lessons of this kind you can take the dog out of 
the hut with you when you have had a shot or two, and allow 
him to hunt for, And. and bring the freshly-killed birds. I par¬ 
ticularly recommend your going out of the but with him for this 
reason. If you send him out after a shot, he Is very apt to be 
inclined to go of his own accord directly after you fire, espe¬ 
cially If he has seen the bird fall, and this Is an event you must 
avoid somehow. It wtll be far easier for you to prevent his 
running In to a falling bird than It was to keep him In when a 
dying rabbit was kicking about In the agonies of death a short 
distance off him, and he will now have the advantage of your 
k-prwvtnus Instruction. By no means relax your watchfKlfess over 
him. However well the dog may promise, there Is always the 
danger and always the chance of a relapse. 

Attend well to these Initiatory lessons, and by constant prac¬ 
tice you will have a really well-broken dog long before partridge¬ 
shooting commences. Take the dog out with you as much as 
youjXMelbly can, and always endeavor to make him feel that be 
is acting under your orders. Avoid letting any of your friends 
and acquaintances come between you and your management of 
him. Above all things, never let any one trifle with him In the 
matter of retrieving. It may be high fun to some people to see 
a dog madly rush, open-mouthed, perhaps, after a good-sited 
stone that, after having been unctuously spat upon by the oper¬ 
ator, Is bowled along the path and overtaken by the dog long be¬ 
fore It has ceased to roll. This, I say, may be charming to some, 
but It leads to broken teeth, a hard mouth, running in, chasing, 
and slovenly retrieving at heal. . 

Let the dog recognise you, sod only you, as his master. Let 
him obey you, and you on^f. Enforce obedience always, and In 
time It will become such a hsMt with the dog that he will nat¬ 
urally obey you In the smallest particular. This delightful state 
of affairs, however, can only be brought about by very consider¬ 
able pains and trouble on your part. In the education of a dog 
there will be many things to dishearten and discourage. There 
Is no royal road to dog-breaking, and what will suit one animal 
In the way of treatment and discipline might entirely fall with an¬ 
other. In these papers I have only attempted to give an outllneof 
what ought to be done,and how It should be carried out. After all, 
too, the teaching I have discussed can only be considered as 
purely elementary and preparatory. The dog will have much to 
learn In his first season, more In his second, most In his third. In 
his fourth, If all has gone well with him and hla teacher, and If 
both have the necessary ability, the dog will b#at hla best, If 
not quite perfect. 

In my next paper I will give an accout of a day’s shooting I 
once had with sin Impecunious friend on an Impecunious manor; 
and will describe the management aod behavior of a young re¬ 
triever who bad been educated lu the manner related above.— 
Sporteman'e Journal.

The Italian Greyhound. 


BT “ STONBHENOB," Il» "LONDON TIBLD. 

This elegant little pet resembles Its English sporting congener 
in shape and color, differing mainly In Its diminutive size, and 
In the remarkable “ prancing’’ action which It almoet Invariably 
exhibits with Its forelegs. No other animal, as far as I know, 
possesses this action to the same extent. It Is true that some 
horses lift their knees till, as the dealers say, “ they are In dan¬ 
ger of puttiag their feet through their curb chains;” but this Is 
done In a comparatively heavy and lumbering style, without the 
true dance-llke “ prance ” of the Italian greyhound. Occasionally, 
but very rarely, an English greyhound, or even a deerhound, ex¬ 
hibits the action to tome extent, but even then It Is exceptional; 
whereas In the Italian It Is the rule, aod almost an Invariable 
one. 

Owing to the extent to which In-breeding has been carried by 
the lovers of this dog, he Is often extremely delicate, Is always 
difficult to rear, and when attacked by distemper the disease Is 
frequently fatal. To obviate this constitutional defect, recourse 
has been lately had to a cross with the toy terrier, which has to 
some extent succeeded In this respect; but unfortunately It has 
Introduced a large round skull and short face, sometimes at¬ 
tended with a falling terrler-llke ear, also In crossed In size. With 
the exception of these defects, many of these crosa-breds have 
been extremely beautiful, and the practice has enabled breeders 
to obtain a diminished size without loss of symmetry. In 1659 
I published a portrait of Oowan's Billy, whose grandslre, great 
grandslre, gg grandslre, ggg and gggg grandslre were all the 
same dog, imported from Italy. At that time he was generally 


admitted to be the most perfect specimen of his kind In England, 
and he was possessed of the true greyhound bead and ears; but 
his stock were very delicate,and I believe his strain Is now extinct, 
at all events In a pure state. He was 14tln. high, and nearly 
91b. In weight, which would now be considered somewhat over the 
proper size; but his symmetrically elegant shape has been repro¬ 
duced on a smaller scale since then in the case of Mr. Bourke's 
Molly, who was absolutely faultless In all respects but her head, 
which was a trifle " bullety,” as compared with BUly and other 
dogs of the old strain. In nearly all breeds of dogs elegance of 
form Is shown more In the female than In the male; but this Is 
especially to be noted in the various kinds of greyhounds, and in 
their ally the deerhound. Just as among bulldogs, mastiffs, BL 
Bernards, aod bloodhounds, In whom the head ts the most prom¬ 
inent feature, the male has the advantage lu a mixed class, so In 
the greybouDd the reverse holds good; and, on searching the 
prize lists since the Institution of dog shows, It will be seen that 
nineteen-twentieths of the prizes have been won by bitches to the 
class for Italian greyhounds, even leaving out of the calculation 
that wonderfully beautiful animal above mentioned, Mr. Bourke’s 
Molly (afterward Mr. Macdonald’s). With the exception of Billy 
(alluded to above), I have never yet seen an Italian greyhound 
dog approaching perfection In shape, and I am therefore compelled 
to fall back upon the nearest approach to It within my reach, 
namely, Mrs. Pirn’s Blsmark, a considerable prise winner In 
Ireland, although he has recently been twice unnoticed beyond a 
high commendation at Birmingham and the Alexandra Park 
shows. These defeats were, however, mainly owing to the ex¬ 
cellence of the bitches among which he was classed; for at 
Birmingham there were four of that sex only a trifle behind the 
celebrated Molly In shape and color, while at the Alexandra Park 
there were nearly as many. Blsmark Is nevertheless a very neat 
dog; and, barring his round head and his color,which has a shade 
of blue In the fawn, he is very little behind the first-class bitches 
of his day. His pedigree Is unknown, so that It Is not possible 
to trace these defects to their cause; but I have little doubt that, 
at some time more or less remote, a terrier cross In his pedigree 
would creep out. At all events, he Is the best dog exhibited of 
late years, and as such I have selected him for Mr. Baker’s pen¬ 
cil. Crucifix, his companion In the engraving, was, like him, 
passed over at the above shows, obtaining no reward at Birming¬ 
ham, and only a second prize at the Alexandra Palace. My own 
opinion, however,was strongly In her favor at both of these shows, 
and, In spite of the high authority of Messrs. Hedley and Handley 
(the respective judges), I have accordingly selected her for por¬ 
traiture as the most worthy possessor of Molly's mantle. Her 
beautiful golden-fawn color Is even superior to Molly's dove-color, 
and her general shape and symmetry are nearly equal; but no 
doubt In bead Molly has the advantage, and If the two were shown 
together, both In their prime, the latter would weigh down the 
scale considerably. Like Blsmark,Crucifix's pedigree Is unknown, 
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1 eye Is much larger proportionately, soft and languishing; but It 
ought never to weep. The color of the Iris ts usually a dark 
brown. 

4. Lege and Feet (v.10).—These should be exactly counter¬ 
parts of the large breed. 

fi. Fore Quarters (v.10).—Here again I must refer my readers 
to " The Greyhound,” In Doge of Iks British Islands, Part 9. 

fi. Hind Quarters (v.10).—As with the two last sections, the 
only difference lies In comparative value, the English dog's 
points being estimated from the workman like point of view, 
whilst the Italian Is regarded from the artistic standpoint. 

7. The Tall (v.5) ts somewhat shorter than the English dog's; 
but It must be gently curved In the same tobacco-pipe way, and 
should be fine In the bone except at the root, as well as free from 
hair. 

8. The Coed (v.5) should be short, soft and silky. 

9. The Color (v.15) of the Italian greyhound is largely to be 
taken Into consideration, and I have consequently estimated it 
at a high figure. Fawns are now far In the ascendant, and to 
no other color would the full value be accorded. I should-place 
them as follows: 1, whole golden fawn (value 15); 3, whole 
dove fawn (14) ; 8, whole blue fawn (18); 4, whole stone fawn 
(13); 5, whole cream color, or white with black tips (10); 6, 
whole red or yellow, with muzzles (6); 7, whole black or plain 
red or yellow (5); 8, whole bine (4); 9, parti-colored (0). A 
small star on the breast, or a white toe, takes off a point or two, 
according to the extent of white; but In all cases the toenails 
should be dark. 

10. The Symmetry (v. 15) of this little dog must be carefully 
estimated, as a want of elegance In detail, or of combination In 
due proportion, alike lowers the value of these points separately 
to a very low ebb. 

11. The Site (v.15) of the bitch tor modern successful exhibi¬ 
tion should be little over 5 lbs., nor should the dog exceed 7 lbs., 
or 7| lbs. Beyond these weights a specimen, however good In* 
other respects, has little or no chance of a first prize lu anything 
like a good class. 

National American Kennel Club Field Trial Rules for 
Aged Pointers and Setters. 

Rulb 1. Managers of field trials shall advertise the time and 
place where the meeting will be held, the date of closing entries, 
the scale of points and the names of judges at least thirty days 
before the trials take place. In the event any judge or judges 
fall to act, the competitors shall fill all vacancies, each competitor 
being entitled to one vote. 

Rulb 3. Dogs shall be drawn In braces by lot, and run In beats, 
the beaten dogs to be retired (except as hereinafter provided) and 
the winner to be drawn and run again. The dog winning the 
final heat In the first series of heats shall be declared the winner 
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and like him she has had more honor In her own country than at 
Birmingham and London, having been awarded the first prize at 
Manchester lit 1875 and 1877, and also at Glasgow In 1875 and 
1876. 

The Italian greyhound, as now bred to a weight of five pounds 
or six pounds, to wholly useless In any kind of chase; but he was 
formerly sometimes slipped at rabbits, and I have seen a brace 
belonging to a lady who was a well-known follower of the chase 
In Worcestershire thirty years ago, course and kill rabbits In very 
good style. But though Imported from Italy, they were about 
ten pounds or twelve pounds In weight, and In those days would 
be classed as “whippets.” This last-named breed Is extensively 
used at Manchester and In the midland districts for rabbit cours¬ 
ing, and Is a cross between the Italian and the English 
greyhound, or between the latter and the smooth English terrier. 
All these greyhound breeds are usually considered to be void of 
Intelligence and fidelity; but this Is a mistake, and certainly the 
trick performed by Mr. Walton's whippet, as shown in the engra¬ 
ving of the poodle published on the 1st of December In The Field, 
marks a high order ot mental power, and a like degree of obedi¬ 
ence, founded on love for bis trainer, since no severity would 
lead to Its execution. These whippets are so quick and clever as 
to cope with the short turns of the rabbit; but they are not fast 
enough for the hare, and the sport for which they are bred Is 
confined to the artisan and mining classes of the districts In 
which It Is the fashion. 

The points of the Italian greyhound differ only In proportional 
value from those of Its English congener; color, size, and sym¬ 
metry being In the former more especially secured than In the 
latter.

always somewhat enlarged in comparison with the body. The 


of first prize. Then the judges shall select from among the dogs 
which have run with the winner of first prize, such dogs as they 
think poeeess sufficient merit to entitle them to a chance of win¬ 
ning second or third prize and run them against each other, the 
winner among these shall then compete with the dog that ran the 
final heat with the winner of first prize. The winner of this last 
heat shall be declared the winner of second prize, and his last com¬ 
petitor shall be declared the winner of third prize. The fourth 
dog In order of merit to be declared by the judges without 
further running. 

Rplb 8. When two dogs owoed or trained by the same person 
shall be drawn together, one shall be run only, and he with another 
dog which shall be Immediately drawn, and the dog left over shall 
be drawn again, If at the latter end of a trial It be found Im¬ 
possible to avoid running two such dogs together It may be per¬ 
mitted. 

Rulb 4. The judges shall order up the dogs as soon as they 
have determined which Is the best according to the ^aleof points 
In rule 5. The privilege Is granted the judges of ordering up 
any dog or brace of dogs that have not sufficient merit, In tbclr 
opinion, to get placed, but these may be put down again If there 
is a possible chance for them to win. 

Rulb 5. Positive points for merit.—Pointing, 80; pace, 30; 
backing, 10; style, 7; staunchness, 8; ranging, 5; quartering, 5; 
obedience and disposition, 10; retrieving, 5; tdtal, 100 Nega¬ 
tive points for demerit—False pointing, 1 to 7; breaking In (each 
offense), 8; breaking shot (each offense), 5; chasing or breaking 
shot and chasing (each offense), 10. 

Rulb 0. No person except the judges, attendants and report¬ 
ers will be permitted to accompany the handlers of dogs. Two 
persona will not be permitted to work one dog or a brace of 
dogs. If from any cause the handler of a dog or brace ot dogs 
Is disabled to such an extent that he cannot shoot, the judges 
shall appoint a person to shoot for him. The handlers of the 
two dogs shall go together at If It were a brace of dogs, so that 
the dogs shall be upon an equality as to ground, opportunities 
for pointing, etc. No spectators trill be afiowed nearer the 
handler of dogs than seventy-five yards to the rear. No person 
shall make any remark about the judges or dogs In bearing of 
tba judges; such persons so offending shall be expelled from the 

G rands. Should any handler of dogs annoy the judges after 
ring been ordered to desist, the judges shall order such dogs 
as bs is handling up and out of the race. The privilege la granted 
the handlers to ask the judges (or Information or explanation 
that has a direct beering upon any point at Issue; pending such 
question, the dogs shall not be under judgment. Dogs afflicted 
with any contagious disease, or bttehee In season, will not be per¬ 
mitted on the grounds. 

Bulb 7.—Pointing hares " stink birds,’’ larks, turtles, bittern, 
or any bird generally considered game shall not be deemed false 
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point* A dog making a false point and discovering It to be 
sncb without any encouragement from his handler, shall not be 
penalised. 

INSTRUCTIONS TO JUDOES. 

(Pointing)—Tho Judges will allow 00 I 7 those dogs the maxi¬ 
mum that point all the birds possible for them to point under 
the existing circumstances, s dog to earn the maximum number 
of points under this head must display a flrst-dass nose and ex¬ 
hibit great Judgment In finding and pointing his birds, and make 
no flashes that a dog with the above qualities would avoid in 
ordinary hunting. The dogs are to be hunted In all respects as 
In an ordinary day’s shooting. Inexcusable or willful flushes 
will detract from a dog’s score under this head, but the charac¬ 
ter of the flush must be always taken into account In estimating 
the penalty, If any. The Judges must not ask the handlers If 
their dogs are pointing, but must decide for themselves. They 
shall always consider the nature of the ground, the wind and the 
birds, and shall not penalise a dog for flushing a bird It would 
be impossible to point The penalty for flushes to be graded by 
the character of the offense. The Judges shall not require the 
handlers to work their dogs down wind. 

(Psee)—The dog that maintains the fastest gait throughout 
the trial, except when In cover or on game, to receive the full 
number of points, all others to be graded by him. , 

(Backing)—The maximum only allowed such dbgs as stand or 
drop Instantly at sight of another dog pointing. But no dog 
shall be expected to bock unless the dog pointing etsnds and la 
motionless. A dog shall not be said to refuse to back unless he 
sees the dog pointing. To get credit for a bock, the dog must 
stop at least ten yards (when practicable) In front of the hand¬ 
ler. 

(Style)—The judges shall consider the dog’s grace In ranging 
and drawing, and attitudes In pointing and backing. 

(Staunchness)—The maximum allowed such dogs only as do not 
advance from their point when they are on game until ordered 
on. •'■n 

(Ranging)—The maximum only allowed the dogs that maintain 
the most killing range throughout, vlx., wide or close, as the ne¬ 
cessity of the case may require. 

(Quartering)—The maximum only allowed such dogs as.work 
at right angles with the handler unless the nature of the ground 
renders such work Impracticable/ 

(Obedience and disposition)—The maximum only allowed to a 
dog that works promptly to the gun without noise or severity, 
and Is obedient, prompt, cheerful and easily handled. 

(Retrieving)—To receive the maximum under this head a dog 
shall go promptly and cheerfully for the bird and deliver It to 
the handler without mouthing or mutilation. 

(False pointing)—The Judges shall give a dog ample opportu¬ 
nity to discover whether or not he Is on a true point, and the 
penalty shall range from 1 to 7 for his acts throughout the hest. 

(Breaking in)—Is when a dog through Imperfect breaking or 
from excitement leaves his position when the birds rise, whether 
the gun Is fired or not, and starts to break shot or chase, but 
stops within a few feet of the point from which he started, of his 
own accord or by command. 

(Breaking Shot)—Is when a dog runs In when the gun is fired, 
with tbe Intention of getting the bird, and does uot stop promptly 
at command. 

(Chasing)—Is when a dog follows the birds either when the 
gun Is fired or not, to an extent to be beyond the control of the 
handler for the time being. 

POPPY STAKES. 

/Ms.—Dogs over eighteen months old shall not be eligible 
for the puppy stakes. There will be no points allowed for re¬ 
trieving In this stake. Rules otherwise as above. 

BRACE STAKES. 

The rulos governing the brace stakes shall be tbe same as 
those used in the all aged stakes, with the following exceptions: 
The maximum for ranging shall be ten Instead of five. The max¬ 
imum for quartering shall be ten Instead of five, and the total 
one hundred and ten Instead of one hundred. The brace to earn 
the maximum for quartering must cross each other systematic¬ 
ally, and work Independent of each other, or one dog must 
quarter the ground on one side of the handler while the other 
dog quarters the opposite side, the dogs meeting at or near tbe 
centre. Each brace will be run separately Instead of running In 
heats, and be judged by the scale of points as laid down and ex-

The exhibition of th&-Belfast Dog Show Society was held In 
the Gran’s Market on tbe 16th, 17th and 18th of July.

Plne’a Irish red setter, Duke of Connaught. Second prlxo wei 
to Mr. Henderson’s Zulu, a very middling specimen. 

Next came Newfoundlands tnd St Bernards In one dose. Fin 
plaoe being taken by a very fine specimen of a smooth-coat* 
St. Bernard, the property of Mr. Paul; the other prlxea wei 
withheld, showing what a poor class It was. 

Greyhounds waa a small class, only six entries. Pride of pla< 
going to Mr Meaon’e Mirth, a nice fawn, good bead, nack, loir 
and thigh.

Price’* Duke of Connaught took third prize; he Is a flue dog as a 
dog, but uot aa an Irish setter; his hair shows too many algns of 
black blood to permit him to win In a part Irish class. The 
bltcbee were a little better than tbe dogs, Mr. Smltb rightly 
taking first with Irish Belle, a very fair bltcb, with very taking 
head, but shown In bad feather. Mr. Knlgbt flVok secondrwHUi 
Poll, a good looking bltcb bar her bead. She waa claimed at tbe 
catalogue price by Mr. Skidmore. Mr. Smith took third, with 
Pride of Erin; ebe has pale eyes and nose, which tokos from her 
appearance very much. 

In English setters Mr. Richardson got first place with Bruce, a 
good looking dog, but made up of too much lumber for the field.

Northwest of Ireland Dog Show. 

Judges: Messrs. Skidmore and Dalzal. 

This show was held In the 8 ksting Rink in Londonderry, on 
23d and 23d of July. 

The attendance was very large, and the weather beautifully 
fine. Owing to the horse, cattle and poultry shows, as well as a 
flower-show going on the same days, ’Derry was quite gay, and 
the hotels hod a good time of it. 

There were 247 dogs exhibited, slhbf which were well cared for 
by the manager, Graham. 

Class 1 consisted of four couplos ol fox bounds, the property of 
Mr. Herdman. First was awarded to Tauter and Constance; 
Juatlce and Neetor taking second place, their companions. Bar¬ 
maid and Nimrod, getting V.H.C. 

Next came mastiffs, which were a very poor lot with the ex¬ 
ception of tbe winner, Mr. Coiscadeu's Nellie. 

There was only one entry in St Bernards, the prize being very 
properly withheld for want of merit. 

Newfoundlands were also bad, first being withheld; second 
being awarded to Dr. Elliott's Prince. 

Tbe class for champion pointers bod no entries. 

The open class consisted of both dugs and bitches, with ten

A Visit to Ormsby Hall. 

I had an Invitation from Mr. Llewelltn to join him In partridge 
shooting at Ormsby Hall In September, but the continued cold, 
wet weather in England this season has played Bad havoc with 
the birds. From shooting friends In Norfolk I learned that all 
the young birds were destroyed, and thinking that If Norfolk, one 
of tbe beet game counties In England, bad suffered so much, tbe* 
neighboring county, Lincolnshire, could not possibly be any bet¬ 
ter off, so concluded to pay a short visit to Ormsby and see wbat 
the prospects for a few days at the partridges were, and although 
sorry, I was not at all surprised to fiud that Ormsby, although 
one At the beet partridge estates lu England, Is like,I fear, nearly 
all tuc manors In England will be this season, quite destitute of 
young birds. Mr. Backell and I, accompanied by tbe beet dogs 
that ever smelled game, walked over tbe estate day after day,and 
although we duelled many old birds they were all barren; we saw 
but three youug birds In all our walks. I am very much pleased 
to say that In these long, pleasant rambles we had the company 
of Mrs. Bucket], It gratifies me much to Inform our mutual 
friend, CapL Henry, that his wUh Is realized. Mr. B. hoe forsaken 
bis foolish ways and boe become the good husband of a very ex¬ 
cellent lady. 

I plainly saw after faithfully beating so much ground that so 
far os 1879 was concerned no partridge feathers would adorn my 
shlugle. While I write this I can only hope (true It Is with 
some misgivings) that my trip to the grouse moors of Woles 
where I am also Invited by Mr. Llewellln, will not prove a duplicate 
of tbe partridge grounds of England. If the scarcity of part¬ 
ridges at Ormsby disappointed me of an anticipated pleasure, 
certainly my visit to the kennels did not; It was too late the 
evening I arrived at the hall to see the dogs that olgbt. While 
at breakfast In the morning Mr. B. must have read my Inner 
thoughts, as be told the servant to order the kennelman to bring 
Windem into the house. I need not say my curiosity w*f now 
raised to the highest pitch; I was In one minute to see what I 
had been led to believe was tbe best English setter In the world. 
Soon Windem was walking across the floor of the fine old dining 
room; surely no dog was ever looked at so hard as I looked at 
him. Well, Count Windem, If you are not well worthy of the 
prefix to your name all I can say is some of my Canadian political 
friends who have lately been dubbed knights, are In 
the wrong box. I wleh I could describe him so as those who 
read this could Imagine they see him, but that I cannot do. Was 
I asked, Is he perfect! I might not say, yes; I would say he is 
the nearest to It of any dog living to-day. He Is a beauty of 
beauties, and tbe king of dogs. To see him on game as I did is 
something one can never forget; it must be seen, for It can’t be 
pictured, at least I can’t do It. While looklog at him I could 
Dot help thinking if one of the two tables of stone bad been 
smaller so os the tenth commandment had been leftout, It would 
have been well for me, for It Is sheer and positive wickedness to 
show the like of me a dog like Windem, labeled, Not for sale. Mr.

Mr. Llewclllu has a grand kenuel of dogs, old and young; I 
counted forty. Dan, Windem, Dash II., Rocket, Buxom, Royal, 
Remus, Monarch, Nellie, Llll II,, Bess, Baffle, Blossom, Countess 
Moll, Nora, Norna, Novel, Led*, Rifle, Couutees Rose, Phantom, 
Puzzle, Princess, etc., etc., etc. Many of the above are well 
known to your readers. Monarch, Rocket, and as yet an un¬ 
named puppy, will soon be In America. Buxom Is a good dog, 
very strong, and should be able to stand any amount 
of work; he Is block and white, and Is by Dash II., outgf Count¬ 
ess Moll. Rocket Is a lemon belton aud Is a beautiful dog, a 
little throaty—very little; be Is all quality, and excepting the 
slight fault mentioned it is hard to pick him In pieces. Mr. 
Llewellln’s kennel to me was better worth seeing than the Alex¬ 
andra Palace show. While he has for many years had good dogs, 
he never had as many good ones os now, and never the equal of 
several now In his kennel. I believe Mr. Llewelltn has been 
steadily improving bis dogs, and I further believe that be will 
continue to do so till even a Windem will not be such a rare 
specimen with him as be now Is.

Care of Bitches and Puppies. 

Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Editor Chicago Field; —Having seen several letters In your 
valuable paper In regard to cariDg for bitch and whelps, I will 
now give my experience, hoping It will be of some value to.my 
brother sportsmen, ae I have been very successful for the last 
twenty years, never having lost a pup by worms. I believe tbe 
trouble arises In tbe wbelpe themselves, by keeping the dam con¬ 
fined too close and feeding too mach alop feed, such as broth and 
milk, allowing the pups too much nurse, keeping them full of 
milk, causing Indigestion, which Is sure to breed worms or some 
other disease. My mode of coring for dam and whelps Is to let 
the dam have full range If possible, and feed enough to keep her 
Id a fair condition,being careful not allowing her to get too fleshy, 
which causes trouble while whelping. Twenty-four hours after 
whelping If she seems costive tho whelps will be costive also; give 
the dam a dose of castor oil, which counteracts on whelps and 
helps digestion, and If the dam should be troubled with looseness 
which she will be If chilled while whelping, I sdnflalster from 
one-quarter to one-half grain of opium for to check It and ease 
pain, and also give tonic balls composed of five grains of ground 
ginger and five grains of carbonate of Iron to tone up tbe system. 
In regards to food, I abstain from all slop feeding while nursing. 

I feed oatmeal bread and scrape from tbe table, and twice a week 
I give a good feed of raw meal, which keeps the bowel* regular. 
My reason for not feeding soft feed Is that It creates an overplus 
of mlUt and cannot get rid of It without over-feeding my wbelpe, 
therefore, I try to keep from making It, but If tho dam should 
have a scarcity of milk, break the bread up Into some green tea. 
This 1s the way I have always practiced with my bitches end 
wbelpe, tnd I would like some of your readers to try It and give 
the result. Good Will. 

Cabtilb Soar ron Worms and Distemper. —ML Vernon, 111. 
— Editor Chicago Ficid; —For the benefit of the many readers of 
your valuable paper, I send you my cure for worms end dis¬ 
temper In pup*. Give one pellet the else of a dime once or twice 
a day of the beet of caetlle soap. 1 use 11 as a wash for my 
dogs, and (lave never lost a pup from distemper or worm* since I 
began using It.

Editor Chioaoo Firld: — I wonder If the many readers of 
the CniOAOO Firld, here, In reeding the »coree made et trap 
shoot*, noticed the marked Improrement In thooting th.t bu 
taken place during the paat year. To thoae who hare not I 
would euggeat their comparing the average ecorea ae made a year 
ago,with thoae now publlabed from week to week. A clean ecore 
at SO glaaa belle from a rotary trap la now no more thao a com¬ 
mon occurrence, and a man who carries off a prime at a tourna¬ 
ment In tbeae days must not only be able to make a clean score 
at SI yards, but at SO and SI yards, ir this Improvement In 
shooting continues the various clubs all over the couotry will 
adopt no doubt the Hurllngham rules for pigeon shooting, vis., 
SO yards rise, S traps, 5 yards apart, with the use of both barrels 
and nothing larger than a 12-bore. The sooner this Is done the 
better. They are the fairest rules ever kdopted as well as the 
most difficult to obtain good scores from. With these rules the 
heavy 10-gauge guns are barred and the light 13-gauge will be 
In the ascendency. It always seems Uke murder to me for a man 
to step up to the trap at 81 yards rise with a 10 -pound 10 -gauge 
gun loaded with six drachms of powder.

Prairie Chickens Scarce in Scott Co., Ia.— Davenport,,la. 
—Editor Chicago Field: —Our game law In this locality Is of no 
practical good, as it beneflts one class alone, that Is the non-law- 
abiding ones. Chickens were reported plenty from all around 
here three Weeks ago, but now I will venture to say, there is not 
a full covey within twentv miles of this place. The flrst of Sep¬ 
tember will And those badly left who have waited for the close 
season to expire. It is the granger who hath done this. Woe 
to the man from town who would venture to dispute his right 
to shoot prairie chickens on bis own place or his neighbor's place; 
he would be marked and the gate shut when he wanted to shoot, 
law or no law. Change the law unto the 15th of Aug. and give 
us all a chance at them while they last, say I. 

Fish Commissioner Shaw made two or three trips up and down 
the river and took all the young bass out for stocking inland 
streams, and we cannot get even one to eat, of our own catch¬ 
ing. The “ rocks " are deserted, where we did once In a while 
pull out a flue black bass. Bring back our little basses Mr. 
Sbaw, please. 

Hold on or ahead or behind, keep the gun moving on the dia¬ 
gram and theoretically the birds are all killed, that is if you fol¬ 
low directions. Most of the good shots with whom I am ac¬ 
quainted bring the gun to the shoulder as the bird gets on the 
wing, then the gun is naturally pointed just behind the bird, 
then in order to get on, the muzzle is moved relatively faster than 
the bird flies. Consequently, If he keeps the gun moving aud 
pulls when he is “ on," the time taken by the brain to telegraph 
to the Anger to pull, the hammer to fall, powder to Ignite, etc., 
etc., by that time be Is six inches to a foot ahead of the bird ac¬ 
cordingly as the bird is going fast or slow, and the bird is either 
killed or gets away, which ia the case generally with most shoot¬ 
ers.

NO. 14.—THE GROUSE.—THE PINNATED GROUSE (Cupldo 
Cupidonls.) 

Entered according to act ofcongreesln the year 1878, by Marsh A Co., 
in the omce of the Ubririsu of Cougreee, at Washington. 

This species Is given the front rank as a game bird among 
American grouse, and somewhat unjustly so, as neither on the 
table or In the Held does it excel some of the other varieties 
notably the sbarp-tall. ’ 

Formerly distributed In considerable numbers throughout the 
country from the Atlantic coast to beyond the Mleeisslppi, and 
from Minnesota to Texas, wherever little plains, sand-barrens 
or prairies abounded, the pinnated grouse or “ heath-hen,” ss It 
was commonly known, Is now a rara avie to the east of Michigan 
and Ohio, a few only existing on the Island of Martha's Vineyard 
and on Long Island, where they are rigidly preserved, and per¬ 
haps a few Isolated specimens In the States of New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania and on the Island of Nareshou; but these Jatter 
may be looked upon as curiosities rather than natives. Num¬ 
bers will not be met with much short of the Mississippi valley 
but In the great Southwest the species Is still abundant though 
irons tan tly the victims of willful and malicious persecution. In 
Texas, Indian Territory, Kansas, Nebraska and Dakota they 
appear to be extending with the areas developed by civilisation, 
and have already found their way to and beyond tbe flrst range 
of the Rocky Mountains; and to day fine sport may be had in 
some of the valleys of New Mexico and parks of Colorado, 
where, a quarter of a century since, the “ prairie chicken," to use 
the popular and vulgar designation, was utterly unknown ; In 
Western Oregon, too, they have lately put In an appearance, so 
said, and a few are to be had In Northern California, aa the re¬ 
sult of the forethought and enterprise of a few private Individuals, 
who, at no little trouble and expense, Imported several hundred 
from Illinois and Iowa. 

In the more thickly settled stales these birds are slowly but 
surely being extirpated, wantonly sacrificed to the greed and 
gluttony of man, who, regardless of the fact that he Is already 
suffering for his crimes in the plagues of locusts that by millions 
periodically devastate tbe fields of the West, continues to trap, 
net and shoot the best of his feathered friends,both in seasou and 
out, often leaving his victims in hesps and mounds upou the 
prairie to rot and pollute the surrounding atmosphere; If he did 
but know it, the grouse family are tne most releutless of all the 
foes of the Rocky Mountain locust. 

To the North prairie grouse are very sparsely found, and then 
often associating with and Inhabiting the same grounds with the 
sharp-tailed species, especially In Minnesota, Wisconsin, Manito¬ 
ba, Northeastern Dakota and possibly the lower Saskatchewan 
valley; but even here they are not free from persecution, as they 
are In constant demand by tourists and travelers and find their 
way to the hotel tables at all seasons of the year, regardless of 
law or the “eternal fitness of all things;’’ and In British Amer¬ 
ica they are greedily sought for on behalf of that great fur mo¬ 
nopoly the Hudson’s Bay Company, who, fiudtng greater diffi¬ 
culty each succeeding year In providing food for the army of 
Anglo-Americans, Improvident half breeds and gormandizing In¬ 
dians In tbelr employ, arc ruthlessly slaughtering every Hying 
creature that can possibly be utilized as food. 

“ Wben 1 moved to Kentucky,” says Audubon, “the pinnated 
grouse were so abundant that they were held In no higher esti¬ 
mation as food than the most common flesh, and no * hunter ’ of 
Kentucky deigned to shoot them. In those days during the 
Winter the grouse would enter the farm-yard and feed with the 
poultry, alight on the bousea, or walk lu the very streets of the 
villages. I recollect having caught some In a stable at Henderson 
wbltber they bad followed a flock of wild turkeys. In tbe course 
of the same Winter a friend of mine who was fond of practicing 
rifle shooting killed upward of forty In one morning, but picked 
\ nonc of them “P. satiated with grouse was every member of 
his family. My own servants preferred the fattest flitch of bacon 
to their flesh, and not uflfrequently laid them aside as unfit for 
cooking.” 

Such an account may appear strange to us at thto day, but In 
that very region where, at tbe time Audubon wrote, grouse could 
not have been sold at any price, scarcely given away, twenty-five 
years later not one could have been found; and at this moment 
It Is extremly doubtful If a single day’s good sport among prairie 
grouae could be bad anywhere within the limits of Kentucky; 
and every season, like the Indlane, they remove further to the 
weet and south to escape the murderous slaughter of tlm civilized 
(1) white man. /*} 

If but a quarter of a century Is required to exterminate the 
pinnated grouse, when as abundant as Indicated by the great 
naturalist, from a state that embraces within Its borders upward 
of thirty-seven thousand square miles, how long will It be ere 
tbe last bird will have entirely disappeared from off the face of 
the earth I The problem would seem to be easy of solution, and 
doubtless will be fully answered ere tbe present generation baa 
passed away I 

Possessed of a very stont, compact body, ohe of tbe moat 
noticeable characteristics of the species, to a tuft of long, pointed 
and lanceolate feathers found on each aide of the neck In the 
males, and which serves to conceal two naked spaces capable of 
considerable Inflation, and which, when-so dlsteoded, constitute 
the peculiar “tooling bags’’ or gular sacs always so prominent 
In the 8prtng time. The tall to short, truncate and markedly 
graduated, the lateral feathers being* but about two-third* tbe 
length of tbe central pair, all decidedly still, truncheon-shaped 
and nearly linear; In length the tall scarce exceeds the covert*, 
and Is but about half the length of the wing. Feather* cover 
the tarsi anteriorly and laterally to the toes, but behind they 
are bare with hexagonal scutelia. The middle toe and claw to¬ 
gether are longer than the tarsus; aud all the toes are margined 
by pectinated processes. Above the eye to a naked space pro¬ 
vided with a dense pectinated process markedly prominent only 
during the breeding season, wben It assumes a bright red or red¬ 
dish yellow hue; It to often separated from the eye by a super¬ 
ciliary space covered with abort feathers. 

The body of the male to banded transversely throughout, tbe 
throat covered with black lanceolate feathers, the upper ones 
with a central yellowish stripe, and a stripe of brownish yellow 
extends from the nostril along the side of the bead, becoming 
Interrupted ibore tbe eye. Th« eyelids und the Infrioculsr stripe 
are dusky, ** to also the ch'n and throat below. Above and below 
tbe feathers are brown marked with one terminal and two trans¬ 
verse bands of well-defined white, the brown being so dark Often¬ 
times aa to be mistaken for black, while the white to often tinged 
with rufous above; the scapular feathers also show considerable 
black. The wlnga are banded like the back; tbe primaries of a 
decided grayish brown, marked on the outer web* only with light 
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■pots, tbe shafts black. Sometime* the tall feathers are of a 
uniform brown alone, or again, as Is frequently the case, marked 
with transverse bars of rufous; the under coverts closely resem¬ 
ble the back, but are possessed of more white, not unfrequently 
entirely white.

The bill of the pinnated grouse Is dusky, the feet yellow, eyes 
hazel or golden brown; the feathers on the legs are gray, 
minutely banded with yellowish brown; tbe wings average about 
eight and three-fourths Inches In length, and the tall four and 
three-fourths. 

Young birds, that is birds of the first year, are yellowish 
browu above, including the cauda, tbe feathers marked with con¬ 
spicuous shaft streaks of white and large blotches of deep black, 
tbe nibs of tbe primaries with with whitish spot*. The top of 
the bead is rusty brown with a black vertical spot and a dusky 
auricular patch. Tbe under part* uniformly yellowish white with 
Irregularly defined but broad, grayish brown bars, arranged trans¬ 
versely, and anteriorly assuming the form of spot*; the Jugulum 
is tinged with brown. 

Chicks present a bright lemon buff which on the sides and 
throat assumes a reddish hue, and on the upper parts is most de¬ 
cidedly marked with rusty.

In April or May, according to latitude and Isothermal relations, 
tbe duties of rearing a family begin. The ben builds her nest 
amongst tbe tall grass In the open prairie or corners of the 
fields, perhaps at tbe foot of some bush or gras* grown stomp, 
constructing In a very loose and Imperfect manner. It consists 
at most of but a few dry leave* and wisps of hay arranged In a 
careless and unsystematic manner in the bottom and around the 
■idea of some alight depression that has been made for the pur¬ 
pose or that may previously have existed. In two Instances I 
have found nests hidden beneath the root* of an upturned tree 
around which an abundaut growth of ferns had sprung up, tn 
the edge of a strip of forest; but that this was phenomenal and 
Induced by special exigencies and persecution I feel perfectly 
convinced; Indeed, as In other sciences, there seems to be no good 
rule in ornithology, that Is without it* exception. Tbe eggs 
usually number twelve or fourteen, always an even quantity, 
and are of rounded oval shape, more obtuse st one end than the 
other; they are of a uniform color varying from a light cla, to a 
dark towny brown, and sometimes, though not slways, are min¬ 
utely sprinkled with brown. The young are ushered Into the 
world at the end of the third week of incubation, twenty or 
twenty-one days, when they appear very lively, being able to run 
and In a measure look out for tbemselves almost- as soon as freed 
from their calcareous covering. 

When the maternal bird leads forth her brood, she bestows 
upon them her constant and uudlvlded care, ever denying her¬ 
self that the, may be served. Then education begins the mo¬ 
ment the, leave tbe nest, and they are taught to catch Insects 
while upon the wing, and to bide among the tangled roots of tbe 
grasses upon the first sound of alarm; It la even believed that 
she catches Insects and feeds them to the little ones,which seems 
no way Improbable when we know the man, shift* to which she 
resort* for their welfare and protection When surprised in com¬ 
pany with her little ones she rises in the air with a loud dueft-of 
warning, when the little ones may take to their wings for a short 
flight before attempting to hide, or they may Immediately skulk 
under the first tuft of grass that presents Itself, where they re¬ 
main perfectly quiet and motionless, until the voice of the mother 
Is again heard In a recalling note that Indicates that the peril 
has passed. If you step quietly to one side and out of view 
after the sudden disappearance of a brood, and remain perfectly 
silent and motionless, you rua, be rewarded by seeing tbe mother 
protrude her head from the long grass In which she concealed 
herself after seeing her brood disappear from view, and on care¬ 
fully surveying the situation, and becoming convinced that no 
further cause for alarm exists, she will give utterance to a low 
cluck or two which Is responded to by faint peeps here and there, 
.one perhaps under your very feet, another yonder, a third behind 
your back, and the whole brood troop out from their hiding 
places and huddle together around the parent who leads them 
cautiously Into the tall herbage. Again, when the mother is 
come upon suddenly aud unawares, before the little cheepers 
hare an opportunity to escape, fella.rutiles both her feathers and 
temper aud makes as If she would fly in the face of the intruder 
and punish him for his temerity; but if he refuses to be fright¬ 
ened and stoutly stands his ground, she usually thinks better of 
It and resort* to the ordinary artifices of the grouse family, feign¬ 
ing to be crippled or Injured, hoping thereby to entrap his atten¬ 
tion sufficiently to allow her youngsters to care for themselves. 
The chicks, In the meantime, scatter and disappear from view In 
the most Incomprehensible manner, and It Is next to impossible 
to discover them, without the aid of a dog. Commonly but one 
nesting is made each season, butTlf the eggs arc destroyed, as 
frequently happens in tbe bottoms and on the prairies from In¬ 
undations and the pernicious habit of burning over the ground 
preparatory to planting the spring wheat, the patient female 
seeks the cocks, who at this time form small packs of themselves, 
rebuilds the old or else forme a new nest and proceeds to hatch 
out another brood. The eggs of the second nesting are usually 
much smaller than the first, and fewer In number. As a rule, I 
think pinnated grouse arc less careful in selecting sites for their 
nests than the other members of tbe family, certainly much less 
than the ruffed grouse; and ou large uncultivated expanses of 
prairie but little attempt Is made toward concealment, conse¬ 
quently they are always open to spoliation by country lads, who, 
knowing this, are constantly on the look out for them. A gen¬ 
tleman Informed the writer, that In pne Instance within one 
hundred miles of Chicago, he had known of a boy who was em¬ 
ployed In herding cattle, on a large tract of prairie to collect 
twenty dozen eggs In one day; to the credit of this yokel, be It 
said, that having been Informed of the unlawfulness of his acts, 
he promptly refrained thereafter. 

The first nesting Is usually well grown by the 1st of August—I 
have seen birds of fair size in July ; but where a second Incuba¬ 
tion has been made necessary the broods are seldom of respecta¬ 
ble size before tbe latter part of August or 1st of September. 
Before the broods are fairly grown they usually lie well to the 
dogs, are easily brought to bag, and moreover are most delicious 
upon the table; and this fact proves too great a temptation to 
the majority of gunners, who, unable to exhibit that perfection In 
field sports that allows one to cut down tbe strong swift-flying 
bird upon the wing, prefer to out-Herod Herod In the slaughter 
of the Innocents, which in a majority of Instances are rendered 
unfit for the table long before tbe day’s sport (I) Is over.

We stumble naturally upon difficulties by attempting to apply 
this mode of roaeoutng to tire fishes In the trout streams of 
North Carolina. No trout occurs In those In direct communica¬ 
tion with the ocean, unless artificially Introduced, but In the 
headwaters of those streams which empty Into the muddy Mis¬ 
sissippi we find a naturally well-stocked region. It la a puaale to 
answer the question, how they came there lu the first place, and 
why, when Introduced Into these parts, not east of the narrow 
barrier of the Blue Ridge as well as west of Itl If they had de¬ 
scended from the salmon then the latter fish must have had ready 
access to the sea. This, however, would be west of the Blue 
Ridge, a circumstantial migration, since It could be accomplished 
only by the roundabout way of the Mleslestppl, the waters of 
which will hardly be found suitable to such fishes as salmon And 
even If they could hive descended by Its means, to the sea, the 
temperature of the Gulf of Mexico would have offered an un- 
surmoun table obstacle to their existence, since It Is too high to 
support fishes acclimated to cold waters. 

We cannot conveniently base our views In respect to the vari¬ 
ous occurrences of trout, upon any acts of specially repeating 
creation, whereby every ocean, lake, river and brook would have 
been stocked with Its owu set of Indigenous fishes and other 
aquatic animals. This repeated much would have been a neces¬ 
sity with each geological change, the occurrence of which Is 
amply testified to by the very rocks which form the foundation 
of the eddies, cascades and pools. These are all, at least, free of 
marine origin, and were deposited in shallow oceans long before 
ever any angler thought of casting his line for the speckled trout, 
which hides under tbelr massive projections. They could have 
only appeared after the convergence of the land and subsequent 
upheaval of these great mountainous masses, and their structural 
affinities leads us naturally to look to the salmon as tbelr pro¬ 
totype, a view which finds its chief support In the anadromous 
habits of this fish. It Is possible that salmon may have once 
been an Inhabitant of the Mississippi, when the mouth of that 
stream was once where now the city of St. Louis Is located. 
We may also suspect during the glacial age, a greater refrigera¬ 
tion of all southern rivers, the Mississippi Included, the banks 
of which wear now, below Memphis, a semi-tropical aspect. With 
a far lower temperature and possible former clearness, Its waters 
would have been better suited to Inhabitants which have become 
extinct since, and remind us of their former existence by Isolated 
colonies of their lineal descendants, which sport In the cool 
waters of the trout brooks of regions as far south as the west¬ 
ern Carolines.

In an Interesting article In Harper's Weekly a circumstantial t 
account Is given of the various uses sea-weed is now put to. It t 
is well enough known that for this apparently worthless rubbish 
we are indebted to the manufacture of the curious mineral, iodine, a 
without which all photographic arts would come to a stand still; „ 

but we may feci rather surprised when we are told that sea-weed t 
Is utilixed in many other different ways, each other which ranks ^ 
almost equal In Importance to Its bearing upon photography. , 
The British Sea-weed Company manufactures various products t 
out of the enormous supply which Is cast by each storm upon t 
the beaches of the British Islands,which yield a never-falling sup- j 
ply Nor Is anything lost during the chemical processes to which t 
it is submitted. The raw material Is distilled In Iron retorts 
under low, red heat, and the gas obtained thereby Is used as a ( 
lighting agent In the factory. During these changes a black f 
tar Is eliminated, which, by suitable means, Is again converted ( 
luto the valuable producta of paraffine, ammonia, and a residue , 
of coke-llke matter, which by Its perfect freedom from sulphur Is , 
highly esteemed In the reduction of Iron ores. All told, cbemls- | 
try now separates from sea-weed and represents in available shape , 
for different manufactures, chlorides of potassium and sodium, | 
gas, parfflne oil, sulphate of ammonia, acetate of lime, pure , 
charcoal, coloring matters and Iodine. This list will probably , 
satisfy the moat exacting grumbler. The reason for this great 
agglomeration of various mineral products within the vegetable 
tissues of this marine plant,lles In the fact that sea water contains 
them all In a state of available solution,in which they may readily 
be absorbed by the vegetable activity of sea-weeds,Into their stems 
and leaves. Over and above this, certain species of them fur¬ 
nish to many Inhabitants near sea shores, by suitable preparation, 
Important additions to their staple articles of food. The kelp of 
the coast of Ireland Is somewhat utilised In this manucr, while 
to the Chinese their gelatine has become Indispensable. The 
structure of their cells favors their ready transformation Into this 
latter product, which Is also used In the forms of gum and Isin¬ 
glass, out of which certain medical preparations are made, which 
are turned to account In affections of glands, goitre, etc. 

Sea weed has also been used In the manufacture of paper,and its 
complete success in this branch of Industry 1s as yet only hin¬ 
dered by the difficulty of perfect bleaching. Certain species of 
It are also used Id enormous quantities by upholsterers as stuffing 
for sofas, chairs and mat trasses, and the stems of the Laminar! 
diaitata have been utilixed for well finished bandies of knives 
and various other ornamental purposes. We live In an epoch of 
Industrial marvels, the refuse of the seas smiles upon us In the 
faces of our friends, printed upou the delicate sensitive surface 
of plates treated with Iodine, we recuperate deranged digestive 
energies by means of Its nutritious gelatine, and rest our weary 
bodies at night upon the yielding pads of the FoeteHa marina. 
To some people living near this supply of the bounty of old god 
Neptune, a harvest of sea weed Is as of much consequence, as to 
the Inland dweller a satisfactory crop of the oats and potatoes he 
willingly exchanges for the eliminated products of the slimy, 
homely, dirty, brown vegetable rubbish, scattered In long line 
along the shores of all coasts beyond the boundaries of the trop¬ 
ical xone. 

The following sketch from the matchless work of James 
Ingltss on sport and work on the Nepaul frontier, deserves 
more than passing attention, as may be judged from the vivid 
realistic manner of representation.

We are in receipt of a communication from a correspondent 
at Marshall’s Ferry, Ill., wherein he gives a graphic and 
minute account, supplemented with suitable dl*grams,of a species 
of water lily found by him in his neighborhood.

The high¬ 
est northern range of this beautiful and showy water Illy Is prob¬ 
ably Sodus Point, on Lake Ontario. .It has been also reported 
from Grand river, Out., near Buffalo, has been found In abun¬ 
dance by Dr. Sterling, of Cleveland, at the foot of Lake Erie, and 
has been seen in Wtscoustn and Ohio. The wood duck Is fond 
of its large seeds, which are also asserted to have served the 
aborigines, wbereever It grows, as a not unimportant addition to 
their list of eatable grains.

If the eggs are freshly re¬ 
moved, lay again, or build another nest, and continue their du¬ 
ties of procreation, they have only had to do double duty for 
their parental pleasures. The value of taking the whole nestful 
Is often very great, for In some specie* the variations In tile eggs 
of a slugle nest are very considerable, and the comparison of 
several nestsful give quite a remarkable result. Of course, after 
having a specimen like all those of a new-found nest, one should 
abstain from taking the eggs, and satisfy oneself with making 
careful notes of the quality, locality and general particulars as 
well as peculiarities of the nest. 

The safest way of securing specimens Is to blow them immedi¬ 
ately • for this purpose the collector should never be without his 
blow-pipe, for the liability of fracture is thus reduced to a mini¬ 
mum. Make ohs hole In the side aud be careful to blow out 
every particle of the meat so us to leave no camping-ground for 
Insects. When you get home Inject a solution of one of car¬ 
bolic acid to ton of water Into your eggs and blow them out dry, 
then number them and enter on catalogue, with particulars as to 
nest, date of fludlng, aud condition of eggs when found. These 
mInutile do not add to the beauty of a collection, but they add 
greatly to the student’s knowledge of natural history. Birds 
have characters, as Individual as mankind, and even as the char¬ 
acter of man Is somewhat evidenced by his habitation, so is that 
of a bird by Its nldlflcatlon.

Egg Collecting. 


Cbicaoo, III. 

Editor Cbicaoo Fixld:—T here are very many branches of 
xoology, and a very Important branch is the study of bird life, 
kDOwu scientifically *» ornithology, and It again ha* 11* subdivi¬ 
sions of study. A correct knowledge of bird life cannot be 
arrived at without a thorough study of all the habit* and doings 
of a bird, and, a* I have stated previously, a knowledge of ntdl- 
flcation ha* a great bearing on the correct understanding of the 
science. Bat the study of nest building Is not eo eagerly or 
so closely pursued as the study of the eggs of birds; this Is 
easily explained, a* the collection of nest* Is a far more cumber 
some and Ires beautiful pursuit than that of the eggs laid In 
them, though a* fair asacSual Interest and food for thought 1* 
concerned, the nest of a bird la far beyond the egg. 

The science study of egg coUectlons Is now honored by an 
"ology ’’ to Itself, and an egg collector now style* himself an 
oologlat. 

There are ooologlsto and oologtats; there are some that have 
an abundance of leisure and prefer to wander through field, 
thicket and woodland, breathing In the odor* exhaled by budding 
nature, thinking little of anything save of the delight of so ram¬ 
bling; to add Incentive to their peripatetic musing* they drop In- 
to, looking for birds' nest*, *nd to become egg gatherers, not be- 
cause they are student* of natural history, but because the eggs 
look so pretty In a glass case or cabinet. Uradually be Is led In¬ 
to finding out the name* of the bird* laying the eggs, and to b* 
come acquainted with order* and sub-onlere, families and sub¬ 
families, different species and new varieties; thus hi* aathetlc 
taste ha* step by step unconsciously led him to become somewhat 
of an ornithologist. There are others, however, who begin at the 
opposite end. A love for prnlthology has forced him to collect 
rergs and study the habit* of nest building, that be may become 
the more thoroughly acquainted with every branch of bla favorite 
pursuit. Th* variations found In the eggs of any particular 
kind of bird lead him to egg collecting for the purpose ot com¬ 
paring and correctly dlagnoalug a specimen. Then there I* the 
mighty army ot boys who collect because the bumpe of Inqulal- 
Uveneea, acqulattlveoes* and deatructlvnea* are largely developed. 
These »» w t a nest on th* same principle that an Irishman strike* 
at a bead during a fair. Egg collecting is by no ssean* a bad 
pursuit for a boy. It drew* out a good many strong points; he 
must be observant, watchful, keen-eyed, careful, and penlatent 
to dlaoover tome nest* which may be close at hand, and from
